It  is  menlioiied  :\x  i\  singular  eircuta- 
staiue  that  the  i  holera  broke  out  on  the 
Virgini,i  in  about  ihc  fame  plaec  in  the 
ocean  at  which  the  passergers  of  the 
steamship  Knjj'-tnd,  another  of  llic  Na- 
tional Sieani  Navigation  Company's  ves- 
sels (afterwards  detained  at  JIalila.x) 
were  atta<  ked.  Thia  is  imporlaiit,  as  it 
tends  to  eoi.tirm  the  theory  advanced  by 
a  li-w  p  rsons,  that  certain  states  of  the 
atmosphere,  .louijtinies  found  in  belts, 
are  peculiarly  adapted  for  tho  develop- 
ment of  cholera.

Sh.\ffeh,  Pa.,  April  in.— The  tanks  of 
Henry  Harley  &  Co.,  at  this  point,  which  lo 
ceive  oil  fiom  Uennehott  Run,  twe  miles  dis 
font,  by  pipes,  were  set  on  tite  at .')  o«  lock  on 
the  morning  of  tho  18th,  but  through  th* 
io<ira>;e  and  industry  of  the  eiuplovrrs  all 
but  two  of  the  seven  tanks  were  saved,  t'our 
of  tbe  Oil  (ireck  cars,  with  two  loaded  tanks 
on  each,  were  destroyed,  together  with  pipes, 
platforms,  and  Hm  barrels  partly  hlletl  with 
oil,  lielongnig  to  varions  parlies.  About  1,000 
barrels  were  burned  on  this  ocea.sion. 

This  forenoon,  at  11  o'clock, an  annul  nnih, 
Cbtiinated  by  tho  watchmen  at  from  'iH  to -IK), 
emerged  from  the  thickets  surrounding  the 
tanks,  and  ordered  the  watchmen  to  leave  in 
slaotly.  The  laUor  hesitating,  the  mob  vu».b 
ed  forward,  yelling  and  tiring  rapidly  with 
revolvers.  Tho  watchmen  fled  after  firing  a 
few  times  in  return.  The  incendiary  in"b 
then  applied  the  mab  h  and  stood  guard  until 
the  conflagration  was  under  full  headway, 
delving  any  one  to  attempt  to  put  out  the  lire. 
The  regnlar  watch  of  three  men  was  increased 
alter  the  first  bro  lo  seven,  and  were  always 
fully  ai'aieU.  It  was  generally  believed,  aijd 
thrcau  had  been  frequently  made,  that  the 
tank  would  ba  burned. 

The  second  firo  destroyed  all  of  the  com- 
pany's properly.  The  entire  village  of  Shaller 
was  in  imminent  danger.  The  company  are 
insurwi.  Teamsters  who  are  out  of  work  arc 
known  to  Ikj  the  guilty  parties.  The  property 
will  bo  replaced  and  put  in  working  order  in 
two  or  throe  days.  No  lives  arc  reported  lost, 
but  It  is  said  that  one  or  two  of  the  mob  are 
wounded.

Brown, 
which  lelt  Newjiort  la.si  evening,  about  t» 
o'clock,  arrived  at  /  :;iti  ihis  morniin', 
having  on  board  her  usual  full  comple- 
ment «l  passengers  from  IJoston,  and  also 
one  hundred  and  (ilty  passengers  taken 
from  the  steamer  State  ol  .Maine,  at  mid- 
night, in  Long  Islainl  Sound,  olT  15art-

— The  President  is  ao.xious  for  the  con- 
firmation of  Mr.  StantiCrry  as  Associate  Su- 
preme Justice,  in  order  that  Jeff.  Davis  may 
be  tried  in  Teancssee— bis  presence  at  the 
battle  of  Stone  Iliver  having  brought  him 
within  the  jurisdiction  cf  that  circuit. 

— The  street  railway  strike  still  contin- 
ues in  New  York.  Considerable  riotiag  haj 
occurred  along  the  Third  Avenuo  line,  and 
one  driver  has  been  killed.  A  torpedo  was 
placed  on  the  track  at  a  late  hour  on  Wednes- 
day night,  which  exploded,  damaging  the  car 
badly. 

— The  Shawneetown  (U1-)  Mercury 
says  it  has  the  best  authority  for  stating  tbnt 
the  wheat  crop  of  Southern  Illinois  wiil  not 
this  year  be  more  than  half  the  usual  amount. 
The  Danville  PlaindeaUr  says  :  "From  all 
parts  of  the  country  (Vermilion)  we  get  the 
report  that  the  prospects  for  an  abundant 
wheat  crop  are  not  very  flattering.  The  grain 
was greitly  damaged  during  the  cold  winter 
months.  Farmers,  however,  think  that  it 
may  turn  out  better  than  present  appearances 
Indicate." 

One  of  the  results  of  "s'rikes."  and  a 
curious  one,  is  thus  stated  by  the  Commercial 
Advertiser.  "Strikes  sometimes  have  a  solu 
lion  not  looked  for  by  either  tho  employer  or 
the  employees.  We  have  a  recent  example. 
The  masons  and  plasterers  have  recently 
struck  for  higher  wages  and  shorter  hoars, 
demanding,  at  the  same  time,  tome  regulation 
respecting  the  manner  of  conducting  tho  trade. 
The  builders  were  obliged  to  yield,  but  limit- 
ed their  own  contracts  as  much  as  possible. 
The  result  is  a  great  decline  in  the  price  of 
building  materials.  Brick  arc  three  dollars 
per  thousand  lower.  Latli  have  declioed 
from  six  dollars  to  four  dollars  per  thousand, 
and  lime  has  declined  fom  two  dollars  to  a 
dollar  and  twenty-live  cents  per  barrel."

The  Iri^bUui  diaaatflr  which  oisourred 
on  Ihe  llith  April  in  or  near  the  offico  of 
Welb,  I'argo  &  Co.'s  Express,  in  (he 
city  cf  San  Francisco,  killing  instantly 
fifteen  to  twenty  per.ions,  and  dreadfully 
injuring  in.ony  others,  dealroyinjj  nearly  a 
whole  block  of  buildipj^s,  and  resulting  in 
a  damage  of  more  Ihau  two  hundred  tbou- 
aand  dollars,  is,  beyond  any  doubt,  the 
iMult  ol  the  explosion  of  miro-glycerine, 
or  blasting  oil. 

According  to  iuformation  taken  here 
(in  New  York)  the  superintendent  of  a 
New  York  mining  company,  whose  office 
was  in  tho  building  No.  "JG  Pine  street, 
where  also  (hu  otlirc  of  the  New  York 
Kiiro-Glycerine  or  Bias' ing  Oil  Company 
IS  situated,  h;id  fcnt  some  weeks  ago,  to 
i-'an  I'rancisco,  by  the  Pacific  Mail  Com- 
pany, several  boxes  of  mlro-glyccrine, 
weighing  about  t«vo  hundred  pouuds.  im- 
ported from  the  fa  lorv  of  Mr.  Alfred 
Nobel  of  Hamburg,  Germany. 

It  wa?  iutcnded  to  sell  this  oil  to  the 
mining  coiupanico  in  Nevada.  Idaho  and 
Colorado,  ilie  immense  exploding  power 
oftlienew  chemical  compound  offering, 
great  advuiiiHges.  not  only  in  >he  saving 
of  labor  ol  drill  bob  s,  but  also  in  freight, 
because  one  pound  ot  this  blasting  oil 
does  the  samu  destructive  woik  as  twelve 
to  fifteen  pounds  of  common  blasting 
powder. 

The  blood  stirs  if  we  think  that  the  two 
hundred  pounds  sent  by  the  Pacific  mail 
steamer  bad  cxplodeil  during  the  sea 
voyage,  tearing  to  pieces  and  burying  in 
the  waves  the  seven  or  eight  hundred 
passengers  en  hoard.  And  could  not  the 
accident  which  took  place  at  the  freight 
office  of  Wells  A;  F'argo's  Company,  in 
San  Francisco,  without  any  apparent 
ciusc,  have  happened  quite  as  well  on 
board  of  the  steamer  which  carried  the 
mysterious  and  dangerous  freight  P 

.The  inventor  and  patentee  of  the  de- 
moniac compound,  !>Ir.  Alfred  Nobel,  a 
Swedish  engineer,  in  a  very  good  humored 
letter,  stating  that,  according  to  numer- 
ous experiments  be  and  hundreds  of  mi- 
ners and  engineers  had  made,  bis  oil  was 
without  danger  of  self-ignition,  and  would 
oven  cot  fake  lire  if  in  contact  with  a  burn- 
ing match,  reijuiring  for  ignition  a  special 
ignitor,  also  the  invention  of  the  patentee. 
Hut  he  seemed  to  ignore  that  a  new  chem- 
ical compound  mav  be  subject  to  quite 
unforeseen  chemical  influences,  under 
which  it  may  change  its  character  com- 
pletely ;  inlluences  of  which  science  can- 
not think  or  dream  of,  and  which  onl) 
long  years  of  experiments  can  bring  to 
light.  It  may  bo  decomposed  by  a  con- 
stant contact  with  the  tin  cases  or  the 
glass  bottles  in  which  it  is  transported, 
or  by  the  intense  heat  in  a  ship's  bulk  in 
tropical  climates ;  it  may  be  affected  by 
otbcr  chemicals,  or  vapors  of  chemical 
goods  stored  m  the  neighborhood.  Even 
the  manufacture  of  this  kind  of  chemical 
compounds  is  subject  to  accidents  and 
circumstances  quite  beyond  the  control  of 
the  manufacturer. 

In  tbc  small  city  ol  Hocbum,  in  one  of 
the  coal  districts  of  Westphalia,  Germa- 
ny, a  storekeeper  kept  for  sale  to  the 
miners  some  slock  of  Nobel's  nitro -gly- 
cerine. One  morning  a  miner  i  ime  to 
buy  two  pounds,  and  brought  with  him  a 
tin  caii  to  carry  it,  the  glass  bottles  in 
which  it  was  sold  beiog  inconvenient  for 
him.  The  clerk  opened  the  bottles  and 
poured  the  oil  into  the  tin  can  ;  but  lo, 
in  the  sime  moment  it  exploded,  tearing 
to  pieces  the  poor  clerk,  kdling  the  miner 
and  destro>  ing  the  store.  Tbc  Prussian 
government  appointed  a  commission  to 
investigate  tho  matter,  and  it  was  found 
that  the  tin  can  bad  contained  turpentine 
oil,  and  that  turpentine  oil  in  contact 
with  nitroglycerine  possibly  would  pro- 
duce a  sudden  explosion.  Singularly 
enough,  tbo,  accident  happened  on  the 
same  day  that  the  Wyoming  Hotel  acci- 
dent took  plac':  in  this  city. 

Near  Glatz.  in  the  Prussian  provirce 
of  Silesia,  a  laborer  who  was  occupied  in 
blasting  away  some  rocks  on  the  railroad 
track  came  very  early  in  the  morning 
(January  o,  18(J0)  to  his  work.  He  was 
to  paur  oil  in  bis  drill- hole,  but  found  it 
hard  frozen  over  night — the  oil  having 
the  peculiar  quality  ot  freezing  six  de- 
grees abovn  the  water  freezing  point. 
The  oil  was  in  a  gutta  percba  flask,  and 
little  being  left,  tbc  unfortunate  workman 
cut  open  the  flask,  and  took  a  hatchet  to 
cutoff  a  piece  of  the  frczen  oil.  The 
moment  the  hatchet  touched  the  frozen 
lump  it  exploded,  killing  instantly  the 
poor  man,  whose  limbs  were  scattered  in 
fragments,  and  found  two  miles  distant 
from  the  place  where  tbc  accident  hap- 
pened. 

These  and  many  other  similar  accidents 
which  might  be  stated  prove  that  Nobel's 
oil  is  really  not  quite  so  innocent  as  the 
inventor  alleges,  but  on  the  contrary  very 
dangerous  to  meddle  with. 


The    Immoralities  of  liondon 
and  Paris.

There  are  certain  signs  of  decay  of  a 
civilization  or  a  dynasty,  which  should 
not  bo  disregarded  by  those  who  are 
carefully  studying  the  history  of  to-day, 
to  gain  some  knowledge  of  what  will  pro 
bably  be  the  history  of  to-morrow. 

The  accounts  winch  reach  us  from  Pa- 
ris— especially  the  letters  of  individuals 
who  are  so  circumstanced  as  to  judge 
reveal  an  open  disregard  of  at  least  the 
decencies  of  mor.ility.  not  to  say  of  the 
realities,  whiob  has  bm  n  unknown  in  Pa- 
ris since  tbe  aj;e  of  the  Fare  aux  cerfs. 

We  hear  of  a  certain  singer  of  the  most 
in.b'Cf  nt  songs  appearing  at  the  houses 
of  tbe  highest  functionaries  of  the  court, 
end  en'ertaining  seleet  audiences  of  the 
most  fashionable  ladies  and  gentlemen 
with  effects  so  extreme  in  their  violations 
of  decency  that  the  bon  mot  of  Paris  is, 
that  being  asked  if  she  gave  these  ia  a 
certain  notorious  haunt  where  the  worst 
characters  listened  to  her,  she  replied, 
"Ob,  no,  the  police  would  not  permit  her  I" 
These  low  songs  and  indecent  jokes  are 
said  to  have  the  run  of  the  Paris  salons, 
and  all  must  have  observed  that  at  a  re- 
cent dinner  by  a  certain  Marshal  to  the 
Emperor,  one  of  the  principal  features — 
in  degenerate  imitation  of  ttuit  classic 
custom  which  required  a  slave,  with  the 
recital  of  sonje  heroic  ode,  or  ex(]uisite 
idyl,  lo  be  present  at  the  feasts  of  the 
rich — was  tbe  appearance  of  Mile.  Therese 
with  her  immoral  songs  and  nasty  |)uns. 
Even  the  respect  which  tbe  Emperor  has 
always  appeared  to  pay  to  tbe  groat  cus- 
toms of  moralit}  could  not  prevent  bis 
falling  in  with  these  vicious  cur.ents  of 
the  society  of  his  court.

FoKinEtfs  Slo.NRoK,  Aprd  ICt.— Tbe 
riotous  demonstration  attending  the  ne- 
gro procession  yesterday,  in  Norlolk,  to 
celebrate  tbe  pas.sagc  ol  the  civil  lijjhis 
bill,  proves  to  bavi;  beeri  a  more  serious 
alTray  ibin  was  at  firt-i  reported.  Tbe 
disturbance  originated  with  a  number  of 
the  rowdy  clonieiit  jecrinj;  at  ibo  proces- 
sion, and  a  lew  negroes  inllanicd  with 
liquor.  Fire-arms  were  Irequenlly  dis- 
charged, and,  as  is  usual  in  eutb  ci.'cs, 
innocent  spect.Mors  wese  the  greaU-.st  suf- 
ferers. One  man  was  killed  and  .several 
persons  were  wounded. 

The  following  are  tbe  names  of  lbo?e 
killed  and  wounded:  Robert  A'bitcburst 
killed,  and  bis  step-mother  mortally 
wounded  :  .fchn  Whitchuriit,  dangerously 
wounded  ;  W'la.  Mosely,  a  city  watchman, 
badly  bea'en,  and  his  ion  so  dangerously 
injured  that  his  life  is  dispaired  ol ;  Law- 
rence Uampton,  p.  colored  man,  was 
seriously  wounded  by  a  bayonet  in  the 
bands  of  one  of  tbe  negroes. 

The  blame  of  the  whole  hfiiir  is  divided 
between  the  municipal  and  military  au- 
thorities, forallowinjj  the  negroes  to  carry 
fire  arms  and  other  deadly  weapons  with 
them  in  the  procession. 

Maj.  Stanhope,  commanding  a  com- 
pany of  Ihe  12th  United  States  infantry, 
appeared  upon  the  scene  in  the  height  ol 
the  melee,  And  succeeded,  with  the  uid  of 
his  force,  in  subduing  the  excited  passions 
of  the  negroes. 

Inuring  last  night  fears  were  entertained 
of  another  distutbance,  and  a  telegram 
was  sent  to  Gen.  .Miles  for  additional 
troops  ;  but  these  were  not  needed,  «8  the 
events  of  tbe  night  proved,  ard  every- 
thing passed  off  in  quietness. 

Considerable  uneasiness  was  felt  in 
Norlolk  to-day,  by  many  of  tbe  citizens, 
over  tbe  events  ot  yesterday,  and  a  gen- 
eral outbreak  was  deemed  not  impossible. 
In  the  meantime,  as  a  precautionary  meas- 
ure, (Jen.  Miles  8»nt  over  to  the  city  this 
afternoon  a  detachment  ol  ihe  5th  United 
States  artillery  and  12ib  United  States 
infantry,  to  meet  any  events  that  may 
possibly  transpire.

Never  before  has 
there  been  such  a  demonstration  of  the 
colored  population  in  this  city,  who  were 
joined  by  friends  from  other  localities, 
rherc  were  probably  4,000  or  i>  000  col 
ored  men  in  the  processi  n,  whdo  10,000 
of  the  same  race  were  interested  specta- 
tors, manifesting  their  joy  and  gladness 
by  waving  their  hata  and  handkerchiefs, 
and  cheering  lustily  the  passing  proces- 
sion.

A  committee  of  fifteen  sorac  time  since 
appointc-l  by  the  Merchants'  Kxchange, 
of  St.  Lou-s.  to  whom  was  referred  a 
m-morisl  to  Congress  lor  the  passage  ol 
a  law  to  protect  the  navigation  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  have  made  a  report 
which  was  adopted.  Congress  is  request- 
ed to  pass  a  law  at  an  early  day,  in  which 
8h%ll  be  incorporated  the  following  pro- 
visions : 

1st.  That  all  bridges  crossing  the  Missis- 
sippi river  shall  have  a  clear  height  of  filty 
feet  over  the  main  channel,  l>etween  the  low- 
est part  of  the  bridge  and  high  water  mark, 
measured  in  the  center  of  the  greatest  sp.an. 

2d.  If  below  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri 
rircr.  they  shall  have  one  span  of  six  hun- 
dred feet,  or  two  spans  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty  fc';l  ea.  h  in  the  cleai  of  the  abutments. 
If  above  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri  they  shall 
have  at  leaxt  one  span  of  200  feet  in  the  clear 
between  the  abutments  at  low  water  mark. 
In  all  cases  th.3  greatest  span  6hall  be  placed 
over  the  main  »teaiu1x)at  cliaoneJ. 

;i.|.  No  span  at  low  water  mark  shall  be  less 
than  'Jirt  I'cct  in  the  clear  between  the  abut- 
ments. 

4tb.  No  draw  bridge  with  a  pivot  or  other 
form  ot  draw  shall  tie  permitted. 

■nh.  No  L-uspension  bridge  shall  be  per- 
mitted. 

6th.  All  piers  placed  In  the  river  shall  have 
their  greatest  axis  parallel  with  the  current  of 
the  stream. 

Tho    following    resolution     was    also 

passed : 

Besoked,  That  the  same  law  should  be 
made  applicable  to  the  Missouri  river,  and 
that  inasmuch  vl,  lU  channel  is  liable  to  great 
changes,  at  least  two  spans  of  three  hundred 
feet  each  should  be  re.^uired  in  bridges  over 
that  -'tream— one  span  to  be  over  the  channel 
c.xistiag  at  the  time  of  its  construction,  and 
the  other  next  to  it. 


The  Natioual  Fair. 

Our  readers  are  doubtless  aware  that  an 
association  ot  ladies  has  been  formed  in 
Washington,  to  found  in  ths  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, a  Home  for  orphans  of  National  sol- 
diers and  sailors.  The  Home  is  to  be  under 
special  care  of  Congtebs,  from  whom  an  early 
apprepriation  is  looked  for.  Meanwhile,  to 
provide  for  the  needy  already  on  their  hands, 
the  ladies  will  bold  a  Fair  at  Washington 
next  May,  and  they  appeal  for  cooperation  to 
every  State  and  Territory  in  the  Union.

The    EHcct  of   the    New    Vork 
Strikes. 

Flora  Um  New  York  Woild,  irth. 

Strikes  sometimes  have  a  solution  not  look- 
eil  lor  by  either  the  employer  or  the  employee. 
We  have  a  recent  example.  The  masons  and 
plasKrers  have  recently  (.truck  for  higher 
wages  and  i-hortcr  hours,  demanding,  at  the 
same  time,  some  regulations  respecting  the 
manner  .(f  conducting  the  trade.  The  tuiild- 
crs  were  obllgctl  to  yield,  hut  limited  their 
new  contracts  us  much  as  possible.  There 
.'Hit  is  a  great  decline  in  the  price  of  building 
materials.  Brick  is  three  dollars  per  thou- 
sand lower.  Lath  have  declined  from  six 
dollars  to  lour  dollars  per  thousand,  and  iime 
hag  declined  trom  two  dollars  to  a  dollar  and 
twenty-hve  cents  |>er  barrel. 

Thus,  instead  of  exacting  anything  from 
ihost;  for  whom  building  is  done,  or  dimin- 
ishing the  profits  of  the  builder  (who  has 
probably  got  an  advance  on  bis  contract  by 
pleading  the -trike,)  the  party  iniurcd  is  the 
poorly  paid  cUiss,  who  go  into  the  woods  and 
get  out  lumljer,  who  make  brick,  or  who  bum 
lime.  The  practical  rcsnlt  of  the  strike  of 
the  m.isons  has  been  if  they  and  the  car- 
penters were  each  receiving  three  dollars  per 
day,  the  masons,  by  denoanding  and  re- 
ceiving tour  dollars,  should  compel  the  car- 
penters to  work  for  two  d'jilars  pee  day.  We 
have  another  iliusiratioa.  The  molders 
alKiut  Troy  have  heen  xtanding  out  on  a 
strike  recently,  during  which  pig  iron  de- 
clined seven  dollars  per  ton,  and  coal  two 
dollars  per  ton,  the  result  of  which  will  tie, 
that  the  miners  will  ultimately  be  compelled 
to  accept  lower  wages.  Beyond  a  certain 
cost  the  building  of  houses  and  the  construc- 
tion of  machinery  is  checked ;  when  tnc  ut- 
most cost  U  reached,  the  strike  of  one  class 
or  operatives  works  injury  only  to  another

county. 

Cartwright    is     a     jolly-hearted,    but 
money  making  old  farmer,  and  though  he 
sets  a  good   table,    travelers   must  take 
care  of  their  own    team.'<,   and  then  pay 
prices  more  extravagant  than  those  pre- 
sented in  the  largest  cities  on   the  coast. 
The  old  man's  two  daughters  are  known 
as  "the  Idles  of  the  Calapooya,^'  and  as 
their  bewitching  smiles  and  superior  con- 
versational qualities  are  thrown   in  with- 
out charge,  the  old  man  probably   thinks 
that  this  makes   his   charges   average  as 
low  as  the  most  economical  can  wish  for. 
This  IS  the  principal  —  and  in   fact  about 
the  only  public  house   between  C^akland 
and    Eugene    City,    (a   distance  of  55 
miles,)  and  it  dines  or  breakfasts  nearly 
all  of  the  stage  travel  constantly   movirg 
to  and  fro   between    San   Francifo  and 
Portland. 

The  house  is  about  half  a  mile  north  of 
tbe  foot  of  tbe  Calapooya  mountains — no 
other  building  being  within  three  or  four 
miles  ;  and  if  it  was  free  from  its  reputa- 
tion for  high  prices,  it  would  soon  be- 
come cue  of  the  most  popular  resorts  for 
sportsiuen  m  the  State,  as  tbe  mountains 
and  jungles  in  this  vicinity  abound  in 
deer,  gazelles,  bears  and  wolves.

1  desiru  to  give  your  readera  a  few 
lines  la  legaid  to  the  remarkable  and

some  notes  and  incidents  ot  our  growing 
little  town.  A  culler  drive  uf  IS  miles 
on  March  L'tJth,  exhibited  a  solid  path  of 
snow  and  ice,  with  no  indication  ot  an 
abatement  of  winter.  Ou  Apiil  Uith, 
(only  three  weeks  later)  a  drive  of  fifty 
miles  over  the  beautiful  prairies  to  St. 
Cloud  e.\hibitcd  roads  dry  and  settled, 
and  so  level  and  bard  that  they  were 
really  in  good  condition  to  bo  used  for  a 
race  course  more  than  three  lourtlis  ol 
the  entire  distance.  I'liesc  roads  show 
no  indication  ot  ever  having  been  arti- 
ticially  iuiprovc,i  e.xccpt  a  very  few  short 
spaces. 

This  drive  was  on  the  east  side  oi  the 
Mississippi.  At  Anoka  both  tbe  Miss- 
issippi and  Kum  Kivers  are  risi:ig  slowly, 
but  have  not  reached  high  water  mark 
by  several  feet.  No  damage  is  anticipa- 
ted at  this  point. 

Logs  are  coming  down  the  Kum  river 
quite  freely.  Our  builders  are  all  busily 
ci'gaged,  and  have  contracts  to  keep 
them  so  throughout  the  season.  A  fine 
school  house  is  rapidly  progressing, 
which  is  to  cost  between  $5,tX»U  and 
SG.UOO.  One  new  saw  mill  will  soon  be 
completed.  Dwellings  are  going  up  in 
nrnrly  all  parts  o(  town.  The  Kimball 
House  is  undergoing  important  improve 
ments.  The  Anoka  IJjuse  has  changed 
bands,  and  Capt.  Litile  is  running  it  in  a 
saiislactory  st>  le. 

Tbe  various  niaruiaeturing  establish- 
mentti  aro  turning  out  tl«  ir  wares  rapid- 
ly. Ciauie  is  beginning  to  be  brought  in 
quite  freely  by  those  who  are  fend  of 
hinting  and  fnhing.

Validity  oi  Legai.  Instkumlsts 
Unstamibp. — In  a  case  before  tbe  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court,  in  Taunton,  yes- 
terday, the  (question  of  the  validity  of  a 
deed  to  which  no  revenue  stamp  was  af- 
fixed, -wa^  raised.  Jndge  Hoar  unhesita- 
tingly decided,  that  the  absence  of  the 
.stam]!  docs  not  invalidate  tbe  deed.  He 
(luestioned,  whether  Congress  so  intend- 
ed in  framing  the  internal  revenue  law  ; 
but  was  clear  in  tbe  opinion,  tbat  a  sta- 
tute of  the  United  States,  undertaken  to 
invalidate  an  instrument,  which  by  the 
laws  of  a  State  is  valid,  would  be  uncon- 
stitutional. The  government  may  exact 
a  penalty  for  failure  to  afHx  the  stamp, 
but  cannot  make  void  the  instrument  for 
lack  of  the  stamp. — JVeu'  Bedford  Mer- 
cury.

Indeed  an  e.xaiiiinBRn  ot  the  deecnial 
movement  ol  populrtion  in  the  North- 
western States  establishes  the  general 
(act  that  each  bucccssive  State  iu  the  ge- 
ographical march  of  population  westward 
has  grown  more  rapidly  than  its  prede- 
cessors. This  constant  increase  in  the 
ratios  ol  frontier  growth,  is  the  result  of 
permanent  causes : 

1.  The  cumulative  pressure  of  popu- 
lation upon  the  means  of  subsistence  in 
the  older  States  or  countries,  eompellicg 
migration  to  the  newer. 

2.  Improved  means  of  communica- 
tion. In  the  early  days  of  western  settle- 
ment Illinois  was  three  or  four  four  weeks 
from  New  York:  it  is  now  but  three 
d«j8. 

3.  The  rapidly  diminishing  area  of  lanc^a 
available  for  proti»able  settlement. 

By  the  operation  of  these  causes  Indi- 
ana grew  more  rapidly  at  corresponding 
periods  than  Ohio  ;  Illinois  than  Indiana  ; 
Wisconsin  ihan  llli'..ois:  Iowa  than  Wis- 
consin ;  and  as  Minnesota  has  thus  far 
been  no  exception  to  tb«  rule,  but  has 
acquired  its  present  population  within  « 
much  shorter  periosl  llian  any  of  its  neigh- 
bors, we  may  reasonably  anticipate  that 
she  will  complete  her  second  decade  with 
a  l*r  lar^'cr  population  than  either  Iowa 
or  Wiscoiixin  at  the  end  of  their  scc3nd 
decade.

Col.  Henry  McKeuty,  dealer  iu  oil 
lands,  oil  interests  and  western  lauds, 
ha.i  moved  into  bis  new  and  commodious 
otli.-e,  li'7  ilutmden  street,  opposite  the 
post  elhce,  where  he  intends  locating  his 
headquarters.  The  Colonel  has  been  e;&- 
tensively  engaged  in  real  estate  opera- 
tions lor  the  la»t  fifteen  years,  confining 
his  business  ehietly  to  tho  western  and 
southwestern  States,  and  residing  at  iSl. 
I'aul.  Minii.  Ddsiriug  to  extend  his  lield 
cl  ujelutuess  in  developing  the  hidden 
wealth  of  all  puts  ol  the  country,  he 
came  to  the  great  Oil  Regions  of  IVnu- 
sylvania  in  ISt'.o,  and  mide  Ihi^^  city  the 
base  of  his  operations.  During  the  past 
si.\  mouths  he  has  been  chiefly  engaged  in 
exploring  the  oil  regions,  and  has  spent 
thousands  of  dollars  in  a  pe:soiial  inves- 
tigation ol  the  oil  producing  territory  ol 
I'ennsylvania,  having  selected  over  ten 
thousand  acres  of  the  beet  oil  Itrritory  in 
the  counties  of  Ibis  iState  in  which  petro- 
leum IS  productd.

The  parties  putting  do*n  wells  on  his 
territory  are  to  have  all  the  oil,  and  no 
bonus  is  to  be  paid  to  go  on  the  land. 
In  addition  to  this  he  gives  fuel  for  use 
while  drilling  and  testing,  and  timber  for 
derricks  and  engine  houses,  all  free  of 
expense.  After  the  well  has  been  tested 
the  party  putting  it  down  may  purchase 
in  fee  simple  from  one-half  to  five  acres, 
at  a  nominal  price,  to  be  agreed  upon  at 
the  time  of  making  the  contract  for  going 
on  the  land.

I  am  not  to  assume  that 
ycu  are  all  very  ill  acquainted  with  this  ; 
but  I  may  remind  you  that  it  is  a  very 
important  consideiation  at  present.  It 
casts  aside  altogether  the  idea  tbat  peo- 
ple have,  that  if  they  are  reading  any 
beck — that  if  an  ignorant  man  is  reading 
any.  he  is  doing  rather  better  than  noth- 
ing at  all.  I  entirely  call  tbat  a  ques- 
tion. I  even  venture  to  deny  it.  [Laugh- 
ter and  che«rs.]  It  would  be  much  saier 
and  better  would  he  have  no  concern  with 
books  at  all.  There  are  a  number,  an 
increasing  nnmber  of  books  that  are  de- 
cidedly to  him  not  useful.

A  Thrilling  Ordeul. 

An  cfRcer  of  the  French  army,  during 
the  reign  of  Napoleon,  having  incurred 
the  suspicion  or  resentment  of  the  Empe- 
ror, thought,  it  expedient  to  abandon  his 
country  and  lake  refuge  in  one  of  the 
Austrian  provinces  ;  and  here  be  became 
advised  of,  and  initiated  into  a  society, 
the  obj'2ct  of  whose  formation  was  to  burl 
to  the  ground  the  Colossus  whose  arm 
smote  and  governed  the  whole  contiu'  nt 
of  Europe  with  a  sceptre  of  iron.  One 
day  a  letter  was  brought  to  him  containing 
the  usual  signs  and  passwords  of  the  so- 
ciety, and  requiring  bim  to  repair  on  the 
following  night  to  a  secluded  spot  in  the 
forest,  where  he  would  meet  some  of  his 
associates.  lie  went  but  he  found  nobo- 
dy. The  orders  were  repeated  four 
times.  The  officer  sought  the  appointed 
place  with  no  better  success  than  the  first. 
On  the  fifth  night  of  his  appearance  at  the 
rendezvous,  after  waiting  some  time,  he 
was  on  the  point  of  returning,  when  loud 
cries  suddenly  arrested  his  attention. 

Drawing  his  sword,  be  hastened  to  the 
spot  whence  they  secraeJ  to  proceed,  and 
was  fired  upon  by  three  men,  who,  on 
seeing  that  he  remained  unwounded,  in- 
stantly took  to  flight ;  but  at  his  feet  lay 
a  bleeding  corpse,  iu  which,  by  the  feeble 
light  of  the  moon,  he  in  vain  sought  lor 
tokens  of  returning  animation,  lie  was 
yet  bending  over  the  dead  man,  when  a 
detachment  of  chasseurs,  summoned  ap- 
parently by  the  noise  ol  the  pistols  that 
had  been  discharged  at  himself,  came  up 
suddenly  and  arrested  him  a^*  the  assas- 
sin. He  was  loaded  with  chains,  tried 
the  cext  day,  and  condemaed  to  die  for 
his  supposed  crime.  His  execution  was 
ordtre'l  to  take  place  at  mid-night.  Sur- 
rounded by  the  officers  of  justice,  be  was 
led  at  a  slow  pace,  by  the  light  of  torches 
and  tbe  funeral  tolling  of  belL.,  to  a  vast 
square,  in  the  centre  of  which  was  a  (scaf- 
fold, environed  by  horsemen.  Beyond 
these  were  a  numerous  group  of  specta- 
tors who  muttered  impatiently  and  at  in- 
tervals sent  forth  a  cry  of  abhorrence. 

Tbe  victim  mounted  tbe  scaffold,  his 
sentence  was  read,  and  the  first  act  of 
the  tragedy  was  on  the  point  of  fulfill- 
ment, when  an  officer  let  fall  a  word  of 
hope.  An  edict  has  juet  been  promulga- 
ted by  (he  government,  offering  a  pardon 
and  lift;  to  any  condemned  criminal  who 
should  disclose  tbe  members  and  secret 
tokens  ol  a  particular  association,  the  ex- 
istence of  which  the  Frenchmen  to  whom 
these  words  were  addressed  had  lately 
become  awar»>,  and  of  which  he  had  be- 
come a  member.  He  was  questioned, 
but  be  denied  all  knowledge  ;  they  urged 
him  to  confess,  with  promises  of  addi- 
tional reward ;  his  only  repiv  was  a  de- 
mand for  immediate  death— ind  bis  ini- 
tiation was  completed. 

All  that  passed  was  a  terrible  trial  of 
fidelity.  Those  who  surrounded  him 
were  members  of  the  society,  and  b\trj 
incident  that  has  be;n  described,  from 
the  summons  to  the  last  moment  of  ex- 
pected death,  was  only  a  step  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  fearful  experiment  by  which 
they  sought  to  determine  the  ttustwoi- 
thiuess  ol  the  neophyte.

This  week  Ihe  prospects  of  Reform — ailll 
our  priiiiilneiit  topic  -ba»e  lingliteued  consid- 
erably, l.ilie  luauy  another  gtKjd  laiise-say 
the  abolitiou  of  slateiy  iu  the  United  Statj.'s — 
It  has  t)ern  better  served  by  its  euemiei  than 
lis  friends.  An  you  could  always  rely  ou  the 
slaveholders  doing  the  worst,  the  most  injudi- 
cious, Ihe  most  violent  things  to  neceiailate 
the  extirpation  of  the  Juggernaut,  so  their 
natural  friends  and  admirers,  the  Tories  of 
Kugland  are  coiupelliiig  the  people  to  an  un- 
wonted earnestooKs  aud  resolution  in  the 
prosecution  ot  their  rights.  In  loss  than 
a  week  the  aspect  ot  the  question  has 
entirely  changed.

Lowe  and 
llorsiuan,  and  indorsed  by  Lord  Robert  Mon- 
tague ond  Vincent  Craulxnirne,  assert  that 
unenl'rancbised  masses  are  radiuilly  unfit  for 
the  pu.sscssiou  of  a  vote — in  elf-ct,  the  drunk- 
ards, brawlers,  brutes  and  corrupt  rascals  that 
the  tirst  named  luemliera  of  ibu  rotten  bor- 
ough of  Calne — 'u  village  iu  the  west  of  Eng- 
land'"—<  hose  to  cjill  them.  Now,  the  Liber- 
als of  England  arc  about  as  mucli  divided  in 
opinion  as  were  the  alxditionisls  of  America, 
10  whom  I  have  compared  them,  as  to  how 
far  il  is  desirable  to  interfere  with  the  exi.siing 
state  of  things ;  they  difler  as  to  what  extent 
the  franchise  onght  to  bo  lowered,  and  mauy 
were  dispodcd  to  consider  the  redistribution 
of  seats  of  more  urgent  iniportauee  than  a 
mere  lowering  of  the  sutlrage, 
which  will  only  pr.'clically  increeke 
the  power  of  the  unreprcscuted  classes, 
without  touching  tl.igr.ini  anomalies  and 
abuses,  crying  nioud  lor  ixtiuclion.

Won't  there  tic  a  .i;rand  echo  to  ihcsc 
words—'  senlimcutal  rant"  as  Lord  ( 'ranlxmin 
termed  them  (a  man  whose  mind  has  been 
felitiously  irescribed  as  "one  with  a  false  twt- 
tom"  I— when  next  week,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  lakes  the  stump  in  Lanca 
sbire  ;~ 

It  was  Ihe  lirst  time  diiri.ig  Ins  leadership 
that  he  spoke  with  his  old  passion,  and  for 
the  lirst  time  the  House  of  Commons  lelt  that 
Mr.  tiladstonc  wa.s  in  earnest  about  relorm, 
as  it  only  learned  recently  to  appieciate  Mr. 
Bright  as,  not  only  a  tjicaker.  but  a  debater.

It  i.s  idle  to  speculate  what  the  Southern

The  house  of  David  Pellet,  a  farmer, 
aKiut  a  mile  from  Norwich,  Chenango  co.,  N. 
Y.,wai  robbed  ot  gT.COO  in  money  and  govern- 
ment bonds  last  Thursday,  during  the  absence 
ot  Mr.  P.  and  bis  t»ife.  Two  men  assaulted 
his  son  and  compelled  him  to  disclose  where 
the  money  was  kept.

—The  scenes  ou  board  the  steamship 
England,  when  tbe  disease  reached  its  high- 
est point  of  mortality,  are  said  to  have  been 
of  a  terrible  nature.

Iniyre,  of  Illinois,  who  was  \isiting  a  brother 
at  Dover,  Duchess  county,  New  York,  whUe 
practicing-  with  a  revolver,  tircdat  a  dog  house 
in  which  two  little  daughters  of  his  brother 
were  playing,  killing  one  ol  them  instantly. 

-Capt.  Philander  Phinncy,  with  com- 
pany E,  Fiftieth  Wisconsin  Volunteers,  forty- 
eight  strong,  arrived  at  Madison  very  iinex- 
pectedly  Thursday  evening,  direct  from  Fort 
Sully.  Dacota  Territory.  They  left  Fort  Sully 
-March  20th,  and  after  a  tiresome  march  of 
jOO  miles,  with  cntreme  cold  weather  and 
snow  from  six  inches  to  two  feet  deep,  they, 
reached  Sioux  City  April  5th.  Failing  to  se- 
cure muster  out  at  that  point,  they  again  re- 
sumed their  journey,  and  with  a  march  of  200 
miles  reached  booiisboro,  luwa,  >vhere  thoy 
took  Ihe  Ciirs  for  Chicago,  and  thence  home- 
ward for  muster  out,  under  orders  received  at 
Sioux  City.  The  entire  trip  was  made  with- 
out accident. 

—The    Judiciary    Committeu    of    tbe 
House  have  prepared  their  reports    against  a 
moditication  of  the  test  oath,  and  will  submit 
hem  to  the  Houie  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
Tfiey  have  gene  iato  the    whole  matter   in  a 
thorough  manner,  and  the  report  is  one  of  the 
most  important   documents   of  the   present 
Congress.    Thoy  recite  the  circumstances  un- 
der which  the  act  imposing  the  oath  was  pass- 
ed, and.  accepting  the  doctrine  of   thu    Trcsi- 
dent  that  treason  is   a  great  crime  and  must 
be  made  .odious,  they  cannot  liud  any  reason 
for  putting  Congress  in  an  attitude  of  opposi- 
tion thereto.    They  do  not  find,  oo  investiga- 
tion, that  men  who  tan  fake  the  oath    as  it  is 
are  so  scarce  in  the   lalo   lebel    States    as  the 
Secretary  of  Treasury  assumes;  and  they  cm- 
body  in  the  report  a  table  showing  the  num- 
ber of  white  troops  fiurnished  to    the    Union 
army  by  each  of  these  States. 

—The  New  York  Herald  announces 
what  has  been  known  in  for  Chicago,  several 
weeks,  that  a  new  mammoth  express  compa- 
ny, to  be  known  as  the  Merchants'  Union, 
has  recently  been  inaugur.ited  under  a  ch^r 
ter  obtained  Horn  the  New  Yoik  Legislature, 
with  a  capital  of  «1.5,00n,000,  and  will  ioon 
feo  into  active  .operation,  running  over  all  the 
great  business  routes  of  the  country.  The 
Htrald  suggests  that  this  company,  like  many 
of  its  predecessors,  may  sell  out  or  consoli- 
date with  some  of  tbe  older  companies,  who 
lor  ycar.<,  by  this  process  have  had  a  monopo- 
ly of  the  express  carrying  trade.  We  feel 
sure  there  is  no  danger  of  this,  as  th«  Mer- 
chants' Union  is  being  organized  with  the  ex" 
press  understanding  that  it  is  not  to  be  sold 
out  or  consolidated,  and  tbe  managers  of  It 
cannot  be  forced  from  this  position.  The  cap- 
ital .stock  of  the  company  basalt  been  sub- 
scribed, and  is  scattered  all  over  the  country. 
Chicfigo  menhiints,  lor  example,  have 
taken  SSOO.OOO  of  it. 

—On  the  1  Orb,  about  ;J  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  a  most  destructive  (ire  broke  ont 
in  the  Pittsburgh  Acid  Works,  Lawrenccville, 
near  Pittsburgh,  owned  by  a  Boston  company,' 
under  the  firm  of  Farrah  &  Co.  The  worlis 
are  situated  on  the  Allegheny  Vallev  Kail- 
road,  between  Mill  and  Lathrop  streets,  and 
are  used  for  the  restoration  of  vitriol  after  it 
has  been  employed  by  oil  refiners.  The  fire 
originated  from  an  evaporating  pan  lilted  with 
acid,  which  is  supposed  to  have  boiled  over 
and  communicated  with  the  furnace.  Farrah 
&  Co.'s  loss  is  t50,000,  on  which  they  h.ivcan 
insurance  of  «10,000  in  Eastern  companies. 
Hackctt,  McKcc  and  Co.'s  loss  i*  ,$12,000; 
fully  insured.  The  burnt  district  comprises 
an  area  of  about  live  acres,  extending  from 
the  railro.id  to  the  river,  and  from  Mill  to 
Lathrop  street.  The  flames  encircled  the 
storage  yard  of  the  Eagle  Oil  Works,  in  which 
there  were  three  tanks  of  oil,  owned  by 
Wightraan  .Sc  Anderson,  but,  singular,  indeed, 
none  ol  them  were  touched.

The  Virginia  steamship,  which  has  acquir- 
ed the  unenviable  notoriety  ol  having  trans- 
ported the  <  40lera  to  our  shores.  Having  on 
board  a  great  number  of  fVerman  emigrants 
she  steamed  down  the  Mersey,  from  one  of 
the  Liverpool  docks  on  the  4th  of  the  present 
month. 

On  the  fifth  day,  toward  eveniug.  there  was 
considerable  excitement    on  board,    .s.iilors 
are  generally,    with    all    their  recklessness 
very  suderstitious  people,  and  an  "old  tar" 
who  was  on  board,  in  looking  over  the  side 
on  the  evening  in  question,  observed  several 
sharks  in  the  ship's  wiike,    and  immediately 
communicated  the  fact  to  some  of  his  fellow 
passengers,  who,  such  of  them  as  had  heard 
of  the  old  nautical  tradition  to  the  effect  that 
when  a  shark  follows  a  ship  a  death  will  cer- 
tainly occur,   were    of  course    considerably 
frightened,  and  anxiously  looked  at  each  oth- 
er, as  it  asking  the  question,  'which  of  us  is 
doomed  ?  "    Except  the    usual    sea  sii^kness 
•incident  to  a  voyage,  no  svmptoms  of  disease 
had  up  this  time    was  developed,  but  never- 
teelesg  the  spirit  of  the  plague  was  following 
fast,  and  having  at  length  overtaken  the  latc-d 
^-bip,     he    nervously    clutched    the     rudder 
chains,  and  soon  the  fiend  was  on  board,  and 
stilkmg  down  into  the  hold,  where  1,000  eye 
lids  were  closed  in  sleep,  the  monster  laid  his 
clammy  fingers  now  on  one  brow  and  now  on 
another,  imprintim,' there  the  fatal  sign  which 
marked  them  for  the  harvest  of  death.    The 
ship's  physician    announced    the   next    day 
three    cases    of    cholera    in   that  stifling 
sotTocating.  ill-ventilated  hold.    The  patients 
w"re.  of  course,  removed  to  a  portion  ot  the 
ship  fitted  up  as  a  hospiul,  and   before  even- 
ing two  bad  died. 

The  disease  broke  out  amon^  the  CJcrman 
passengers,  and  was  at  once  pronounced  as 
ot  a  most  malignant  character.  Other  pas- 
sengers were  attacked  one  after  another,  and 
t)cfore  the  arrival  of  the  .-hip  in  our  harbor 
last  Wednesday  evening  ,3S  deaths  occurred 
two  of  the  crew  being  among  the  numtier! 
the  siiip's  doctor  is  a  regular  licensed  physi 
ciao,  and  «v«rytUing  that  medical  skill  could 
do  was  done  for  the  unfortunate  victims.  But 
all  in  vain ;  38  bodies,  now  one,  and  now  an- 
other, were  encased  in  their  canvass  cover- 
ings, the  weights  attached  to  them,  and, amid 
the  prayers  for  the  departed,  slowly  consigned 
to  an  ocean  grave.  One  short  slide  along  the 
gangway,  one  short  plash,  a  few  eddying  bub- 
bles, the  ship  passed  on  and  the  silent  graves 
were  tilled,  beneath  the  tablet  where  man  cau 
trace  no  name. 

ASMsTANCF. 

The  Viririnia  reached  the  new  quarantine 
between  6  and  7  o'clock  ou  Wednesday  even- 
ing, and  was  soon  after  boarded  by  Dr.  Swin- 
burne, tbe  health  officer,  and  some  of  the  oth- 
er gentlemen  connected  with  the  quarantine 
office,  who,  on  entering  the  steerage,  found 
thirty-six  of  the  passengers  sick.  He  soon 
found  that  they  were  the  victims  of  the  Asi- 
atic cholera,  and  at  once  ordered  the  vessel  to 
the  lower  bay,  about  twenty  miles  from  New 
York.

The  doctor  immediately  made  a 
communication  of  the  tact  to  me,  and  I  went 
on  board,  and   tound  the  sick  suffering  from 
Asiatic   cholera.    They  had   all  tho  positive 
symptoms  of  the  disease.    Their  faces  were  of 
a  dusky  color,  their  eyes  were  sunken,  and 
Micy  had  tho  purging  incident  to  the  disease. 
Their  hands  and  body  were  shrunk,  and  they 
had  also  all  the  other  symptoms.    The  sur- 
geon's assistant  had  been  stricken  with  it,  and 
his  place  had  to  be  supplied.    I  immediately 
ordered  Ur.  Bissel  to  have  the  Virginia  sent 
down  to  the  lower  bay,  and  not  \x>  permit 
the   passengers  to   land  under   any  circum- 
stances.    In  addition    to   those    who   were 
lying   sick,   I   found  ten    or   twelve    others 
vvno  were  laboring  under  tho  disease  in  its  in- 
cipient lorm.    The  passcngeri  who  had  esca- 
ped the  disease  were  full  of  apprehension  lest 
their  continuance    on  board    might  bo    tho 
means  ot  their  taking  it,  and  they  were  anx- 
ious to  leave  the  ship.    1  found  that  three 
persons  had  died  while  the  vessel  was  coming 
to  the  lower  bay.

wlih  the  United  Suites.  Fraacti  went  tber« 
not  to  proselyte  but  to  obtain  reparation  and 
guarantees.  Ueing  there  she  sustains  tho 
Government  which  Is  founded  on  ihc  consent 
ot  the  people.  Sbe  now  wishes  to  recall  what 
remains  of  the  army  at  the  moment  when  she 
wTll  be  aide  to  do  so  with  safety  to  the 
Frer.ch  ciliceus  aud  with  duo  respect  lo  her- 
self." 

Mr.  Seward  replies  "Whatever  tbe  mo- 
tives of  the  invasion,  tho  means  taken  lor 
subverting  republican  institutions  are  regard- 
ed by  the  Cnited  States  as  without  aulhunty, 
uud  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  people.  The 
iiiilit'iry  demand  of  .satisfaction  seems  lo  have 
become  •<ul>ordiuuto  to  a  polttual  revolution 
lor  w huh  France  is  tespousiblc.  The  I  nited 
Stales  have  seen  no  salislactorv  evidence 
that  the  Mexican  people  have  accepted  the 
so-culled  Fmpire,  and  the  withdrawal  of  the 
French  is  deemed  necessary  to  determine 
that  (lucsiion.  It  therefore  recognizes  the 
ancient  rei'uiilie,  and  can  in  no  case  consent 
111  involve  itself  directly  or  indirectly  with 
Prince  Maximilian,  liis  m.iintenanc^iby 
I'.uropcaii  armies  with  imperial  aiiributes 
against  her  will  is  regarded  w  iih  .ipprchciision 
by  all  American  republics." 

Mr.  Seward  then  recurs  to  his  dispatch  of 
the  Cth  of  December,  urgiug  the  adjustment 
ot  the  question  endangering  the  harmony  and 
friendship  between  the  United  Slates  and 
trance.  The  I  nitcd  Stites  docs  not  dictate 
in  what  wav  these  claims  shall  Iw  admsted, 
but  hopes  France  may  tind  some  way  out  of 
It  consistent  with  her  honor  and  >>  ithout  inju- 
rious delay. 

To  this  Drouyn  De  l.'Huys  replies  that 
much  depends  upon  the  Federal  Government, 
t')  facilitate  the  withdrawal.  He  also  raises 
thequcition  as  to  the  compabilitv  of  monarch 
ial  institutions  on  this  cominent,  as  witness 
Brazil,  which  Mr.  Seward  dcclinci  lo  dl-ciiss, 
but  reasserts  our  desire  lor  the  wilhdrrwal  ot' 
the  Fionch  troojis.  Mr.  Seward  savs  where  a 
nation  has  established  republican  and  domo- 
crativ  institution,  like  our  own,  no  foreign  na- 
tion can  righilully  intcrlcro  by  lorco  to  sub- 
vert them.  He  then  reviews  the  intestine  wars 
ot  Mexico,  and  savs .  "We  cannot  approve  the 
inllictiou  of  punishment  upon  them  t>v  siran 
gcrs  for  their  poliircnl  crrois.  N.aiGns  aie 
not  authori.  cd  to  e.'rreet  eft.  '1  other's  errors, 
or  impose  diciplinu.  Peing  ihcaiseUcs  judg- 
es of  the  oeia;.ii>u  and  the  time,  all  oovcrcgn 
ty  and  international  aiiuii  v. ou!d  bt  uncei  lam 
and  fallacious. 

M.  Dj  L'Huys  cneludes  fioui  le.isonins 
lliat  the  character  of  the  Maxiiiillian  Govern- 
niCDt  cannot  be  contested  on  the  ground  ol 
employing  foreign  trocps.  He  poini>  i'>  the 
licncticient  sway  of  the  ucw  empire,  and  aj- 
slres  the  L'uiicd  States  we  arc  the  mosilil.cly 
to  protit  by  ihc  restoration  of  tran.iuility.  To 
which  Mr.  Seward  replies  that  no  such  results 
could  ever  balance  the  in.jurv  they  must  suf. 
ftr  from  the  overthrow  of  their  institutions. 

Then  follows  ft  letter  from  Mr.  Rigelow  fo 
Secretary  Seward,  inclosing  the  JI»OHt>i<;'j 
announcement  that  in  consciuenco  of  corres- 
pond«!nce  with  Marshal  Ba/ine,  and  the  Mex- 
lean  Government,  the  French  troops  will  tjc 
withdrawn  m  tbrec  tlctaebmeni,^  as  already 
reported.  M.  Dronyn  de  L'Huvs  added  that 
the  reasons  for  debarking  iroops  were  to  be 
attributed  to  climate  and  sanitary  considera- 
tions. 

Mr.  Se«urd,  in  a  dcsp.itch  fo  Minister  Pige- 
low.  April  I'lsr,  acknowledges  the  receipt  of 
his  dispatch  of  April—,  accompanied  by  a 
copy  01  the  Moniteur,  the  official  journal  of 
France,  announcing  the  evacuation  of  Mexico 
by  the  French  troops  in  three  detachments, 
at  times  already  stated.  Expecting  soon  a 
direct  expression  of  the  Emperor's  views. 
Mr.  Seward  deems  a  discussion  of  the  newly 
presented  points  on  the  subject  of  French  in- 
tervention, premature.  The  Marquis  DeMon- 
tholon.  in  a  note  dated  April  aisi.to  Mr.Ssw- 
ard.  encloses  a  dispatch  from  Dronyn  de 
LHuys,  in  reply  to  that  of  Mr.  Seward,  of 
-\pril  -.'Ist,  dated  April  oth,  says ;  "  We  Bnd 
In  Mr.  Seward's  dispatch  evidences  of  a  de 
sire  of  the  Cabinet  ot  Washington  to  cause 
the  sentiments  of  amity,  which  the  traditions 
ol  a  long  alliance  have  cemented  between  oar 
countries,  to  prevail  over  the  accidental  diver- 
gencies often  inevitable  in  the  movement  of 
iifliirs  und  th'  relation  ot  governments,  and 
wc  hasten  to  give  to  the  dbitict  at  Wash- 
ipiiton  the  assurances  which  may  en- 
lighten it  on  the  course  we  are  pursu- 
ing la  Mexico,  snd  on  the  loyalty 
of  our  Intentions.  We  have  said  lo  it  at 
tbe  same  time  that  tho  certainly  we  should 
acquire  of  its  resolution  to  observe  in  regard 
10  that  country  after  our  deparinie,  a  policy 
of  non  intervention  would  hH.-^tenthe  moment 
n  hen  It  would  be  possible  for  ns,  without  com- 
piomiMtigthe  interests  which  led  us  there, 
to  withdraw  our  tioops  aud  put  an  end  to  an 
oceiip.vion,  the  dur.ition  of  which  we  are 
smeertly  desirous  toahridfa:.  He  then  stated 
the  Lnipcrof's  decision  as  to  the  time  the 
lrc>ops  were  to  evacuate  .Mexico. 

Mr  Seward  acknowledges  the  receipt  of 
Montho  on's  letter,  and  enclosure,  and  prom- 
ises it  shall  early  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  President.  A  note  dated  March  19,  1866, 
fn..m  Mr.  Scw.rd  to  Mr.  Motley,  iuforms  him 
that  Maximilian's  icprestntaiive,  Gregorie 
Bimndegcr,  ]»  now  in  Paris  to  lit  out  10,000 
Austrians  said  to  be  re^tdv  to  embark  at 
Trieste  lor  Mexico,  to  lind  out  the  facts,  and 
if  true,  say  to  the  A"strian  Government  that 
the  United  States  cannot  regard  such  pro- 
ceedings with  unconcern,  and  ask  for  frank 
explanations. 

Urouy  n  ue  L'Huys  sums  up  that  the  United 
States  acknowledge  the  right  to  make  war  in 
Mexico.  "While  wc  admit  also  tho  principle 
of  non-intervention,  wc  have  not  crossed  the 
ocean  merely  to  show  our  power  or  inflict 
chastisement.  Wc  hope  that  the  legitimate 
object  ot  our  expedit.on  will  soon  be  reach 
and  we  arc  striving  to  make  w  iih  ihe  Emper- 
or Maximilian  arrangements  wiih  which,  by 
satislying  our  interests  and  our  honor,  will 
permit  us  to  consider  at  an  end  the  services  of 
the  army  upon  Mexican  soil.  The  Emperor 
has  given  us  an  order  to  write  in  this  sense  to 
to  our  Minister  at  Mexico.  We  fell  back  at 
that  moment  on  the  principle  of  noninterven- 
tion, and  from  that  moment  accept  it  as  the 
rule  of  our  conduct.  Wc  expect  from  the 
Cabinet  at  Washington  the  assurance  that  the 
American  people  will  themselves  conform  to 
the  law  which  they  invoke,  by  observing  in 
regard  to  Mexico  strict  neutrality." 

Mr.  Seward  proceeds  to  say  that  the  Empe- 
ror knows  the  form  and  character  of  onr  in- 
stitutions. The  nation  can  l)c  bound  only  by 
treaties  which  have  the  concurrence  of  the 
President  and  two  thirds  ol  the  Senate.  A 
formal  treaty  wonld  be  objectionable,  as  un- 
necessary except  as  a  disavowal  of  bad  faith 
on  our  part  to  disarm  suspicion  in  regard  to  a 
matter  concerning  which  wc  have  given  no 
cause  for  questioninp  our  loyalty,  or  else  snch 
a  treaty  would  be  refused  on  the  ground  that 
the  application  for  it  by  the  Emperor  of 
France  was  unhappily  a  suggestion  of  some 
sinister  or  unfriendly  reservation  on  his  part, 
in  withdrawing  from  Mexico.  The  diplomat- 
ic assurance  given  by  the  President  in  behalf 
of  the  nation,  can  at  best  be  but  the  impres- 
*?o°s  of  the  confident  expectation  on  his  part 
that  the  personal  administration,  ever  chang- 
ing in  conformity  to  the  national  will,  does 
not  misrepresent  tho  settled  principles  and 
policy  of  the  people. 

With  this  explanation  Mr.  Seward  savs  •  In 
the  opinion  of  the  President,  France  need  not 
for  a  moment  delay  her  proposed  withdrawal 
of  military  lorccs  from  Mexico,  and  her  put- 
ting her  principle  ol  non-intervontion  into  full 
and  complete  practice,  in  regard  to  Mexico, 
ihrongh  any  apprehension  that  the  United 
States  will  prove  unfaithful  to  the  principles 
and   policy  m   that  respect,  which,  on   their 
bcha  f ,  It  has  I)ccn  my  duty  to  maintain  in  this 
now  lengthened  correspondence.    The  prac- 
tice of  this  Government  from  its  Ijcginning  to 
guarantee  to  all  nations  the  re»^pcct  of   the 
American  people  for  tlio  free  sovereignty  of 
the  people  in  every  other  State,  has  received 
the  recognition  of  the  authorities  at  Washing- 
ton.   Wc  applied  it  sternly  in  our  curly  inter- 
course with  France.    The  .•iarae  principle  and 
praeiico  have  Ijcen  uniformly  inculcaud  by  all 
our  statesmen,  interpreted  liy  nil  our  lories, 
maintalnetl  liy  all  onr  Congres.ses,  and  acqui- 
esced in,   without  practical    dissent,  on  nil 
occasions,  fiy  tho  Arairiran  people.     It  ii   in 
reality,  ihc  chief  of  foreign  iiilereoursc  iu  our 
r      J'^'u  '''^"'<'"'?  simply  towards  the  point 
to  which  oin  atunliim  has  liecn  Meudily  con 
hned,  to  the  relief  of  the  Mexican  embarrass- 
ment, wnhoui  disturbing  our  relations  with 
!•  ranee,  we  shall  lie  gra'ihcd  when  Ihc  Empe- 
ror shall  give  us  dcMnite  information  of  the 
time  when  Ihe    French  mililurv  opcralbms 
may  tie  cxpccicd  to  close. 

"1  oiiserve  that  the  Emperor  considers  the 
people  in  every  country  the  lighful  sourccof 
authority  wrote  Mr.  Dayton  ut  tho  inception 
of  the  refiellion.  Tho  President  neither  ex 
ppcts  nor  denies  any  intervention  or  even  any 
favor  from  the  government  ot  France.  What- 
ever else  ho  may  consent  to  do  he  will  never 
involve  nor  even  admit  foreign  interterence 
in  this  or  any  other  controversy  this  fiovern- 
incnt  may  l>c  engaged  in  with  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  American  people."  At  another 
time  ho  wrote  Uj  him,  "nothing  is  wanting  to 
that  success,  except  that  foreign  nations  shall 
leave  us,  as  is  our  right,  to  manage  our  own 
allairs  in  our  own  way  as  well  as  we  can. 
Wc  only  suffer  tiy  the  intcrTcntion."  Again 
in  declining  the  offer  of  French  mediation, 
8ih  Juno,  ism,  I  wrote;  "Phis  is  nn  Anieri- 
cnn  nation,  and  its  internal  affairs  must  not 
only  be  conducted  with  reference  lo  its  petu- 
liar  continental  position,  but  l>y  and  through 
American  ageneii'S  alone  "  tin  the  '.ilst  ot 
June,  lHi,'.i,  Mr.  Dayun  was  aulbtirizcd  to 
say;  'France  has  a  right  to  make  war 
agHinrt  Mexico,  and   determine  herself  the 

^h.'l'l^.^.^*'"""  "  '■"'^'  ^  ""'i'"  that  she 
shall  not  Jmprovr,  the  war  she  makes  to  raise 
op  an  anti-Kepiiblican  or  ami  American  gov 
ernmcnt,  or  to  maintain  such  an  one  tht'ro."

tions; books,  maps,  charts,  and  all  printedj 
matter  and  book-binding;  productions  ot  ste- 
rcotypers, lithographers,  and  engravers ;  paints 
and  piiinlers'  colors ;  putty  ;  parifhn  oil,  the 
product  of  the  residuum  of  distilletion  ;  pe- 
troleum (crude)  and  crude  oil,  the  product  of 
the  first  and  single  distillation  ol  coal,  shale, 
asphaltum,  peat  and  other  bituminous  sub- 
stances; parafhiic,  pig  iron  ;  plows,  cultiva 
tors,  harrows,  straw  and  hay  cutters,  .seed 
drills  and  planters,  and  winnowing  mills; 
hubs,  spokes,  felloes;  wooden  handles  for 
agricultural,  household  and  racchanii  al  tools 
and  implements;  rjiiinme,  morphine  and  oth- 
er vegetable  alkaloids,  and  phosphorns ;  re- 
pairs of  articles  of  all  kinds ;  railroad  chairs, 
railroad,  ship  and  boat  spikes,  axo-poles, shoes 
for  horses,  mules  and  oxen,  rivets,  nuts,  horse 
nails,  washers  anil  holt«,  anvils,  vises,  iron 
chains  and  anchors,  and  such  articles  ns  are 
made  of  wrought  iron  which  has  previously 
paid  tax  or  duty  assessed  thereon ;  rooting 
slate,  slatw  and  tiles;  Roman  and  water  ce- 
ment anil  lime;  starch;  soap,  valued  at 
not  above  three  cent.s  per  pound ;  soda, 
salcratus  and  bicarborate  of  80<la  :  sul- 
phate of  Ijarytes;  salts  of  tin;  spindles 
and  castings  of  all  descriptions  made  for 
locks  and  machinery  upon  which  duties  are 
lo  be  assesHed  and  piiid  ;  sluves,  iximposed  in 
part  of  cast  iron  and  in  part  <>f  shed  Iron  or  of 
soap  .stone  or  free  stone,  with  cr  without 
sheet  iron  or  cist  iron,  provided  the  cast  and 
sheet  iron  shall  have  paid  the  tax  or  duty 
previously  assessed  thereon;  steel  in  ingots, 
bars,  sheet  or  wire,  and  steel  springs  made 
exclusively  for  sails,  tents,  awnings,  and  bags 
made  by  sewing  and  pasting,  tin  cans  used 
for  preserving  meato,  shell  tlsh,  fruits,  vege 
table  jams  and  jellies,  tar  and  crude  turpen- 
tine; verdigris;  vinegar;  vegetable,  animal, 
and  fish  oils  of  all  descriptions,  including  red 
oil  or  oleic  acid;  white  load  nnd  whiting; 
willow  Iff  are,  crates  and  baskets;  varn  and 
warp  for  weaving  purposes  exclusively. 

The  following  are  additional  articles  pro- 
posed by  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means 
to  be  exempt  from  duly  by  the  new  internal 
revenue  law : 

(iross  receipts  for  freight  of  railroad  and 
transportation  companies,  as  well  as  of  all 
water  craft,  stage  coaches,  uagoiis,  &c. ;  furm 
products  when  consumed  in  the  family  ;  nm- 
brellas  and  parasols ;  slaughtered  animals  of 
all  kinds ;  gloves,  mittens,  fn: ,  of  whatever 
make;  i^rriage-*  ot  all  kinds,  not  exceeding 
in  value  $iO<J;  pianos  and  all  other  musical 
instruments  kept  for  private  use;  plate  of  gold 
and  silyer  kept  for  u-ie ,  watches  kept  for  use , 
yachts.

The  following  changes  in  the  rales  of  duly 
are  made  by  the  bill.  Tho  lax  on  the  gross 
receipts  of  express  companies,  which  is  now 
three  per  eent,  is  increased  to  live  per  cent. 
The  duty  on  candles,  which  is  now  six  per 
cent.,  is  reduced  to  three  pea  cent. ;  the  duty 
oil  clothing  af  all  kinds,  now  six  per  cent.,  is 
reduced,  on  all  except  that  made  of  woven 
and  felting  material,  to  one  per  cent. ;  and  that 
on  boots  and  shoes,  now  six,  is  reduced  to  two 
per  cent. ;  the  duty  on  couon,  now  two  cents 
per  pound,  is  now  incrcasad  to  five  cents ; 
ground  colfcc  and  preparations  of  coffee  will 
pay  a  stamp  duty  of  one  cent  per  pound; 
pickles,  preserved  fruits,  meats,  vegetables, 
tish,  &c.,  a  stamp  duty  of  seven  cents  on  each 
quart  can ;  salt,  which  now  pays  seven  and 
two  tenths  cents  per  100  pounds,  will  hereaf 
ter  pay  three  ccnw  per  hundred  pounds.  Tho 
income  duty  is  lixed  at  tlvc  per  cent,  on  all 
over  one  thousand  dollars ;  rents  not  deduct- 
ed. The  tax  on  borkers'  sales  of  merchandise, 
produce  and  other  goods,  is  reduced  from 
one-eighth  of  one  per  cent,  to  one- twentieth 
of  one  per  cent.  I'he  tax  on  brokers'  sales 
and  contracts  for  sales,  of  slock  and  Iwnds, 
on  par  value  thereof  now  one-twentieth  of  one 
per  cent.,  is  reduced  10  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent.  The  tax  on  brokers'  sates  or 
contracts  for  the  sales  of  gold  and  silver  bul- 
lion, etc.,  now  one  tenth  of  one  per  cent.,  is 
reduced  to  one  one  hundredth  of  one  pea  cent. 

The  only  changes  in  the  whole  list  of  li- 
censes is  a  reduction  of  the  license  of  insur- 
ance agents  to  five  dollars,  when  the  pre- 
miums do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  tax  on  general  manufactures,  now  six, 
18  reduced  to  five  per  cent. 

No  change  have  been  made  in  the  rates  of 
duty  on  wines,  whiskey,  beer,  or  any  other 
kind  of  malt  or  spirituous  liquors.  Apothe- 
caries compounding  mcdii:,ncs  and  prcsciip- 
tions  only,  are  exempt  from  taxation  aj  mao- 
ntactures. 

The  tax  on  brown  sugar,  which  is  at  present 
lie  2c  and  3c  per  pound,  according  to  quali- 
ty, is  reduced  to  -Jc,  Ic  and  2c,  on  the  several 
grades.

1  he  weather  has  gotten  over  Hs  moods,  and 
we  have  had  three  or  four  days  of  beautiful 
sunshine.  The  prairies  already  t>egin  to  grow 
green,  and  the  Montana  fever  is  rapidly  reach- 
ing Its  eulmlnaiion.  The  hotels  are  full  to 
overflowing  with  strangers,  manr  of  whom 
are  busy  buying  wagons  and  e(|uipmentB  for 
the  trip  across  the  plains.  Good  work  oxen 
arc  hard  to  procnre.ftnd  range  in  price  from 
gl30  to  #150  per  yoke.  Mr.  Watson,  a  young 
gentleman  from  tho  Fast,  has  eleven  yoke, 
and  is  looking  for  more.  He  has  energy  and 
aliility,  atd  will  doubtless  make  cioaer, 
whether  he  freights  lor  others  or  on  his  own 
a.'count.  His  wagons  are  being  made  at  the 
shop  of  Wesley  Carter.  The  Gubbs  brothers 
have  nine  or  ten  yoke.  They  will  take  out  a 
stock  of  tin  ware,  and  follow  that  business  in 
Montana.  Fred.  Steele  will  go  with  twenty 
yoke,  and  will  load  with  flour,  which  is  now 
bemg  ground  and  sucked  at  the  mill  of  L. 
Gorton,  which,  by  the  way,  is  a  model  insti- 
tution of  its  kind,  situated  on  the  Sauk  river, 
alxiut  two  miles  from  town,  in  a  posUion  that 
affords  almost  unlimited  water-power,  at  tri- 
fling expense.  The  present  capacity  of  this 
mill,  liesides  the  large  quantities  of  rye 
ground  lor  iiiall,  is  seventy-five  barrels  of 
flour  per  diem,  which  will  shortly  be  in- 
creased to  one  hundred  and  fifty.  The  Bur- 
bank  Brothers  have  recently  purchased  an 
interest  in  this  property,  and  are  buying 
wheat  at  GO  cents,  and  selling  Hoar  at  #4.50 
per  barrel. 

L  G.  Simms  is  also  titling  out  a  train  for 
the  gold  mines,  and  J.  P.  Wilson  will  take  as 
many  teams  as  he  can  find  freight  to  load. 
Besides  the  above,  many  will  go  from  this 
place  with  only  one  or  two  wagons,  or  as  pas- 
sengers with  Capt.  Fisk  or  J.  P.  Wilson.  J. 
B.  Mills,  who  talked  strongly  of  emiiarking 
in  the  enterprise,  has  given  it  up,  and  is  sell- 
ing his  cattle  and  wagons,  and  opening  a 
large  wholesale  grocery  establishment  at  this 
place. 

The  recent  heavv  lains  have  tai.-'ed  all  the 
streams,  especially  the  Mississippi,  which  is 
higher  than  it  has  been  before  for  years. 
I.arpe  pangs  of  "drivers"  have  passed  up  to 
the  lumber  regions,  and  the  river  is  already 
dotted  with  logs  drifiing  to  the  booms  lelow. 
None  ot  the  mills  here  have  begun  opera- 
tions yet,  liut  all  are  ready  as  scon  as  their 
logs  arrive. 

Gilman.  Toby  and  Broker  all  have  large 
lumber  yards  in  Ihe  city,  and  arc  kept  busy 
supplying;  the  demand  for  building  purposes. 
New  building-,  are  springing  up  on  every 
hand,  as  it  by  magic,  were  it  not  that  the  din 
of  the  htmmer  and  the  saw's  ring  in  one's 
eirsl'rom  morciag  till  night,  suggesting  a 
more  practical  agency. 

It  is  unfortunate  for  St  Cloud  that  there  is 
no  rock  in  the  vicinity  suitable  for  building 
purposes,  and  t4iat  brick  are  so  e;\pensivc. 
This  has  in:  d:  the  place  a  "wooden  town," 
and  will  kc-cp  it  so  for  many  years  to  come. 

Since  my  last  1 -iter  a  wooden  sidewalk,  ten 
fdel  wide,  has  bi  en  constructed  from  Broker's 
block  to  the  posit  ffl.»,  a  distance  of  nearly 
half  a  mile,  for  which  all  predestrians  sincere- 
ly thank  the  city  fathers. 

Some  of  onr  merchants  are  in  Chicago,  and 
others  will  soon  follow.  None  will  buy  very 
heavily  thi-s  spring,  at  least  until  the  markets 
become  more  settled.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  written 
a  letter  to  the  chairman  of  the  Senate  finance 
committee  on  tho  apportionment  of  national 
currency.  He  says  the  Senate  bill  is  seeming- 
ly general  in  its  provisions,  but  in  effect  it 
singled  out  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  a  id 
Rhode  Island,  and  reduces  their  circulation 
to  a  certain  arbitrary  standard.  It  practically 
asserts  that  the  circulation  of  tbe  national 
banks  in  Massachusetts  shall  be  diminished 
00  per  cent ;  the  circulation  of  national  banks 
in  Connecticut  shall  be  diminished  52  per 
cent,  and  the  circulation  of  national  banks  in 
Rhode  Island  shall  be  diminished  71  per  cent. 
This  principle  on  which  the  reduction  is  based 
is  not  a  correct  one. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  of 
the  rural  population  of  Ohio  or  Illinois  do  not 
need  a  tenth  part  required  by  the  manufac- 
turing and  commercial  communities  of  Rhode 
Island.  This  bill  is  an  amendment  to  scition 
second  of  the  present  national  currency  act. 
and  proposes  to  withdraw  the  circulation  from 
banks  by  reducing  tbe  rates  which  it  shall 
bear  to  capital.  It  will  effect  t>anks  in  all  the 
States  more  or  less  by  a  certain  fixed  rale. 
The  reduction  is  to  be  effected  gradually,  as 
the  circulation  becomes  worn  and  mutilated, 
and  is  returned  for  redemption.  The  amount 
by  which  the  circulation  is  to  be  thus  dimin- 
ished, approximates  iff20.00O,000,  and  it  is 
proposed,  in  anticipation  of  this  redaction,  (o 
authorize  the  issue  of  circulation  lo  banks  in 
the  Stales  that  have  secured  the  lenst  propor- 
tionate amount  of  circulation  as  it  may  fe 
needed.  The  Secretary  thinks  it  la  impor- 
tant that  solvent  Slate  banks  should  have  an 
opportunity  to  Income  national  banks,  other- 
wise by  the  operation  of  a  law  of  the  United 
States,  they  will  !«•  compelled  to  wind  up 
after  the  (irst  day  of  next  Ju\j,  and  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  great  importance  that  provision 
should  lie  made  to  meet  the  wants  of  those 
States  wbich  have  iKcn  in  rebellion.  Hank- 
ing facilities  are  necessary  to  develop  the  in- 
dustrial iutcrcsis  of  the  South,  and  10  stimu- 
late the  pro<Uielion  of  those  staples  which 
enter  so  largely  into  the  financial  interests  of 
the  country.

It  this  sum  is  discarded  and 
the  price  ot   the  ai tide  not  reduced,  tbe 
people  have  ilearly  lost  .«l..V>«i.(HMt.  and 
"ained  n  jtbing      We  use  this  one  article 
a^  an  illustration.      I'here    are  doubtless 
many  .irticles  in  the    list    ol    exemptions 
which  we    do    not    import  from    abroad. 
I  [>on  these  tho  reduction  cf  the  tax  will 
operate   as   an    immediate   relief   to  tbe 
country. 

We  trust  that  the  present  scsjion  ol 
Congress  will  not  expire  without  some 
approximation  to  the  reduction  ol  taxes 
estimated  to  be  sale  by  the  revenue  com- 
mission. We  are  paying  federal  taxes 
at  the  rate  of  S.iOO.it.tO.yOO  p-jr  annum, 
while  the  needs  of  the  government  are 
only  Si>4,iXK),UiA>,  Filty  millions  per 
annum  is  all  that  ought  to  be  applied  at 
present  to  paying  off  the  national  debt. 
The  remaining  $li'tj,(XJO,'MX>  is  sheer  ex- 
tortion and  legislative  rapacity,  and  we 
assure  our  representatives  in  Congress 
that,  unless  they  let  up  on  tbeir  <  oustitu- 
!  ^'uts  in  this  matter  ol  over-taxation,  tbeir 
constituents  will  tiod  members  of  Con- 
gress who  will. 
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we  are  dttopped  aod  compelled  to  regard 
tbttia  as  prucedout  binding  on  our  judg* 
ment."  They  express  a  decided  opinion 
that  brevet  rank  should  only  be  conferred 
lor  distinguished  service*  in  tbe  field,  in 
the  presence  ot  tho  enemy ;  and  that,  if 
meritorious  service  iu  non-combatant's 
duty  should  be  thus  rewarded,  there 
would  be  great  c'ontusiou  from  a  diapoai- 
tiou  of  officers  iu  high  rank,  from  tbe 
Lirgeness  ol  their  numbers.

servi-..e,  was  hung  at  ths  Libby  Prison, 
for  iht  murder  of  Tiylor,  in  conjunction 
with  a  man  named  Clitke,  on  the  Wil- 
liHrosburg  road. 

When  Srrgeant  Clicker  took  the  key 
and  uuloikrd  the  cell  do3r.  Shields  was 
enjoying  a  si-sta  lie  arose  to  his  feet 
at  one,  an-l  a*ked  them  if  they  were 
niady  ;  it  they  wanted  to  carry  him  to 
the  fcjffold.  This  ren'ark  was  aci'om- 
panitnl  bv  a  mo«r  horrible  oath.  Fathers 
.-Vndrews  and  B -■•ker  put  up  tbe  cru 
ii.ix.  .and  asliid  bim  to  recognize  Je- 
aus  I  hrist  as  the  :-aviour  of  mankind, 
."•hields,  with  a  terrible  oath,  said  he 
detifil  .lesua  Christ  and  all  ol  them. 
I  he  saintly  priest  put  up  the  crucifix. 
I  and  Shields  spir  upon  it.  At  last,  at  20 
I  minutes  to  1  o'clock.  Sergeant  Clacker 
n,  and  among  I  ngfi^ed  Shields  that  his  time  was  up.  In 
the  meantime  the  guard  bad  supplied 
Shicld.-i  with  whi.'key,  and  at  his  last  mo- 
meu's  he  was  drunk  in  his  cell.  Ttie 
sergeant,  at  1  o'clock,  entered  hiitceU 
and  opeied  the  door,  throwing  down  the 
ponderous  bolts.  As  soon  as  tbe  door 
of  the  cell  was  opened  Shields  was  dis- 
covered to  be  weeping.  The  sergeant 
told  him  everything  was  ready  ;  Shields 
bung  back  with  the  energy  of  a  man  on 
the  threshold  of  eternity,  and  said,  "Lst 
me  wait  awhile.'"  Richard  Turner  was 
brought  in,  and  shook  hando  withlbhields. 
"Good-b)e,  Dick;  I've  known  you  a 
cood  while,*'  is  all  that  Shield.s  said. 
"  Take  care  of  yourself,  Dick  ;  they  are 
going  to  tang  ma." 

A  youogman  named  Hartly,  a   de.^ert- 
er  and    burglar,    was    also    taken    into 
Shield's  cell.     Shields  t-U  upon  hi^  neck 
aod  wept.     Sergcar;t  Clacker    grew     im- 
patient ;  the  time   was  approaching    and 
he  ."said,  "Sbieldd.   come  out    with    me." 
A  large  number  of  officials  and  spectators 
ndmitt  d  upon  the  speii.il    pass   of  fJen. 
Turner,  tilled  the  lobby.     .Shields   hung 
ba'ik  and  those  admitted  by  tickets  crowd- 
ed around  the  door  of  the  cell  ol  .Shields. 
Shi' Id'i  Wiis  relartnnt  tl    ki*.ve  hii    rrll; 
the  sergeant  ordered  up    Ii-"    guard   ancl 
the  conimatid  "guard,  crdei.  stand  titni,'' 
)  rung  through  tlip  Libby.      It  was    an  aw- 
I  bil  moment.     Sergeant  Clacker  agam  en- 
tered the  tell.     "Shields,  it    is    time    to 
i  go  now."     Shields    loll    upon    Ins    kjites 
I  anil,  ih-oiigh  exhibiting  not   the    slightest 
I  fear,  seemed  to  desire  the   postponement 
of  the  Iragvdy,  and  the  priests  were  with 
bim,tt|ping  holy  words  of    consolation. 
AfTast  Shields  said   he  was   ready  to 
leave  his  celt,  and,  conducted   between  a 
cordon  ol  soldiers,  he  was  marched  rapid- 
ly through  the  corridor,  up  the    stairway 
into  the  third  story,  from  which  the   trap 
was  arranged.    As  Shields  passed  rapidly 
by,  h-j   exclaimed,    "Goodbye,    gents; 
the  s— n  of  a  b — h  who  knocks   the   trap 
on  me  will   die   in   liicbmond.'"     Eatbers 
Andrews  and  Becker  accompanied  Shields 
to  the  scall  'Id.     Kalhcr  Andrews  put  wp 
the  prayer  ol  the  Citholic  liturgy,  "Jusus 
have  merry  on  ray  soul,"   but   h3  imme- 
diately   branched   olf    into   the   greatest 
blasphemy,  and  cursed  all  the  prelates  of 
the  church  in  attendance.     The  black  cap 
was  drawn,  and  the  legs  of  the  accused 
bandaged. 

At  10  minutes  past  I  o'clock  the  trap 
fell,  and  Shields  descended  through  the 
hatchway  with  the  rapidity  of  lightning. 
The  e.xe'-ulion  was  'juickly  pcrlormcil; 
the  kuot  was  fully  behind  the  car,  and 
death  was  inbiantancoiis,  'I  here  was  no 
spa.-imodic  motion  ol  the  body. 

Shields  lelt  several  mementoes  bchimd 
him.  AV'hcn  he  was  swung  off  he  was 
dressed  in  bluM  paiits  and  a  citizen's  coat. 
He  never  moved  a  muscle  alter  the  drop 
le!t,  and  his  laal  exclamation  was,  ' 
have  mercy  on  my  soul."  Such  a 
ened  exhibition  bai  never  before 
witnessed  m  Kieboiond !

It  sppeats  that  a  mnn  by  tbe  name  of 
Brasslield  became  enamored  fi  ii  women 
who  was  the  setond  wife  of  a  Mormon  l.'y  the 
name  ot  Hill,  and  mauitd  het.  The  same 
day  be  visited  her  former  residence  lor  the 
purpose  of  securing  some  of  her  property, 
and  was  arrested  on  the  charge  of  larceny. 
L'pon  l)«ing  taken  before  the  probate  .judge, 
however,  the  plaintiff  failed  to  prove  his 
charge,  and  Brassticid  was  discharged.  He 
was,  however,  again  arrested  on  the  charge 
of  having  in  his  possession  two  children  of 
the  woman  he  had  wedded,  but  before  the

Tbufullowini;  is  an  alwttact,  Irom  the 
Cliu-ago  VmA^/i*,  ol  llie  Kyport  ol  Ihr 
iNiiiimitleo  oil  tbe .ludic.ary, made  ibrougb 
Mr.  .laoici  F.  Wilton,  oi  Iowa,  iIh  cbatr- 
luati.  to  Ihe  National  House  ot  Kipreaeu- 
fa'ives,  in  obediancc  to  tbe  direction  oi 
the  House  to  consider  tbe  message  of  the 
President,  transmitting,  with  the  rndorRft- 
mciit,  coinmuDicaiions  irom  the  Seen  tary 
oi  t'lc  Trca-ury  and  I'ostmaslcr  tJtueral, 
sup^tatiuK  a  modilication  oi  th«  oalb 
oi  ollico  |)rc«iribcd  by  the  act  of  July 
'.',  D^iiJ  -  otherwise  known  as  llw  Test 
Oalh : 

The  report  fust  proceed,  I"  show  that  the 
rebcllum  derived  its  stringlh  Irom  tbe  vast 
nuiiilicr  of  members  of  Congress  and  clflcers 
of  the  (•overnniciit.  who,  nhile  Ixiund  by  sol 
eiiin  oalh  lo  uphold  the  Coii-aiiiiiion,  used  all 
Iho  power  ol  Ihfir  ofllcc  to  iivcilhroiv  it. 
.Senalor  Yulct '.-  btlcr  shuns  lliat  Ihe  .'^cna 
tors  of  the  .'•orediiij;  Males  ui;ieed  in  eaucus 
lo  retain  Ibcir  seats  after  iheir  .stales  had 
seceded,  long  enough  lo  pnvnit  Congre:-, 
from  passing  fi.'rce,  loan  and  Milunleer  bills 
which  would  enable  the  I'residcni  to  save  the 
Uovernraent.  Men  who  could  thus  profess  in 
public  to  respect  their  oath  (d  oftl^e,  and  in 
private  arrange  for  Ihe  flesirnciion  ot  the 
Oovcrnment,        were       simplv       petjured 

It  would  be  mudness  to  permit  them  to  re 
turn  to  any  Federal  oftiie  whatever.  Yet  the 
men  «  ho  controlled  the  Slate  fioverumeiits  ot 
the  seceded  .^'<tate.s,  their  Governors  and  mem 
tiers  of  the  State  Legislature  and  all  other 
iStateoBiecrs  were  bound  by  the  same  oath  to 
suppoit  the  Con-iitutlon  ol  the  V'nlted  States, 
and  e(|ually  peijmed  themselves  in  entering 
in'o  the  rcliellion. 

It  was,  thcrefoie,  the  deliberate  convidion 
of  Congiess  and  the  country  that  the  urdina 
ry  oath  of  utttce  would  be  of  no  service  to 
iruaid  against  treason  from  such  men  la  tbe 
liiture.  In  thi^  conviction  they  passed  the 
act  of  18(i2,  eXclutlin?  from  (uderal  office  any 
who  had  taken  part  in  the  reliellion.  It  was 
not  passed  for  any  temp>raiy  reasi  n  or  pur- 
pose, but  for  reasons  tlial  are  sound,  and  ob- 
jects that  arc  as  desirable  to-day  as  they 
were  in  \^>^. 

Because  these  traitors  ba\e  failidumv,  !i 
one  form,  it  docs  not  folluw  that,  If  they  are 
re-inyesied  with  olM-ce  and  p'over.tbey  inighr 
not  succecxl  in  some  other  lorm.  It'  was  to 
guard  rtji^'i'-'it  sut  h  a  d.inger  in  future  that 
the  Itst  oaih  *a»  enacted.  I'he  •  ouiiiiiilei' 
believe  lliat  t'oiigre-s  will  tidbcie  to  it.  True 
men  can  be  found  in  all  the  .'-iliite.s,  and  none 
others  shiiuld  K>  '^elecled.  Thev  <|iioie  I'rcn- 
ident  Johnson's  repeated  ntflrmation  of  ibi-. 
doctrine,  that  traitors  should  to  all  time  be 
excluded  from  ofljce,  aud  that  loyal  men, 
however  few  in  num)>crs,  should  bold  all  the 
ortires.  The  test  oath  ensures  just  this  re- 
sult: It  "makes  treason  odious"  and  "causes 
rebels  to  take  hick  seal''  in  the  work  of  re- 
construction.'' 

The  I'residcof,  Secfctaty  McCiil'och  ard 
Postma.stcr  General  Dennibon  ask  Congress 
to  modify  this  test  oath  law  so  that  rebels 
can  hold  ofticc.  They  allege  that  proper  loyal 
men  could  not  be  iVmnd  in  the  Sonth  to  take 
the  ottices,  and  therefore  thev  conclude  to 
"disnense  with  the"  test  oath  and  appoint 
rebels. 

The  President's  duty  I-  to  e.'.ccutcthe  laws. 
He  has  no  discretionary  power  to  violate 
them  himself,  to  allow  others  b)  violate  them, 
and  still  punish  others  lor  their  violation.  If 
ho  thought  a  particular  law  should  be  repeal- 
ed, it  was  his  duty  to  call  Congress  together 
and  ask  Ihe  law-making  power  to  repeal  it. 
.\t  that  time  the  President,  by  his  let- 
ters to  Governors  Sharker  ami  Mar- 
vin, acknowledged  that  Congress  had 
entire  control  over  reconstniction,  and,  there- 
tore,  had  he  convened  (\ingre%s  at  that  time, 
there  I'ould  have  been  no  conflict  between  the 
Inw-mnklng  and  the  law  executing  power. 
It  was  his  duty,  therefore,  to  assctnble  Con- 
gress and  ask  them  to  modify  the  law.  In- 
stead of  this,  he  chose  to  disobey  it.  In  so  do- 
lus, he  subjected  himself  legallv  to  the  same 
criminality  and  liability  lo  punishment  as  any 
o:h(  r  oifi.er  who  disobeys  law.  In  lilfy-five 
instances  the  Secretary  "of  the  T«-ear-nry,  In 
violation  of  the  IbVv,  appoints  rtliels  to  olDcc. 
In  our  instnnce  a  I'onfc dir.iteCollcctorwho.se 
sons  were  all  in  the  rebel  arun ,  is  appointed 
bv  the  s.<  reiary.  and  they  all"- suck  Goveru- 
nient  pap"  together 

What  prcteiii-,1  eM>ts  fm  tbcKo  rtfiy-flve 
violations  of  Ihc  law  ?  It  is  not  true  that 
proper  loyal  men  could  not  be  loimd  to  hold 
the  I'ttH-es.  The  committee  show  that  over 
fifty  thousand  white  men  entered  the  L'nion 
army  Irom  thoc  rebel  .Stite.s,  and  from  these 
alone  all  the  offices  conid  be  (ill.  d.  Congress 
has  li.ng  sinco  rccommMdetl  i?«at  Federal 
soldiers  shonld  be  iircfcrl-ed  for  nppuiotment 
lo  all  olHces  !n  the  gift  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
trnmcut.  fhe  President  bus  rndirsed,  by 
circular,  this  Congressional  recommendation, 
though  without  naming  it.  Instead  of  him- 
self comply i  ig  with  this  policy,  the 
committee  siiow,  among  other  instan- 
ces, that  a  loyal  citizen  of  Alabama, 
Mr.  J.  J.  Giers,  who  has  served 
the  Govtnimcnt  throughout  the  war, 
and  whose  chuaitcr  and  capac  ty  were 
cndtrsed  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  Gen.  George  H, 
Thomas,  Gen.  Grant,  and  hv  Andrew  ,'ohn- 
son  himself,  wh-^n  UovSrhSr  of  Tennessee, 
was  dehled  art  appointment  which  he  applied 
for  as  tax  collector  in  his  own  State,  and  the 
appointment  was  given  instead  to  Mr.  Sykes, 
a  member  of  the  rebel  Legislature  of  Ala- 
bama—in direct  violation  of  the  test-oath  law. 

The  Secretary  even  sneers  at  the  loyalty  of 
Ihe  professed  Union  men  who  apply  for  these 
offlccs,  as  men  of  no  social  position,  and 
slates  bu  preference  for  the  men  of 
'•  character  and  intelligence  who  sup- 
ported the  rebellion.'  The  Postmas- 
ter, rn  the  other  hand.  sBys  fbiJl  Ihe 
pay  '?  not  enotigh  to  induce  loyal  men  to 
take  the  oBice?,  Here  we  have  from  the  two 
secrciaries  the  marvelous  Rtatement  that 
.Southern  rebels  of  social  position  and  intelli 
gencc  will  take  oflices  at  a  lower  pay  than  the 
oiiscnre  and  illiterate  poor  men  who  sastain- 
ed  the  Union  cau.';e  -  Tha  committee  report 
that  loy.ll  men  will  take  fitl'-es  at  as  low  sal- 
arks  as  rebels,  thflt  vVhere  the  prcptjuderance 
o,  rel>el..eniiuieui.is.such  that  loyal  men  would 
lie  inlimidaled  from  Uking  ollicc  as  I'..stmas- 
feis.  tbe  people  do  not  deserve  lo  have  post 
olfiie  facilities,  and  that  any  icbel  sentiment 
whiib  would  onjcct  lo  a  loyal  man  aciing  as 
tax  (ollector,  would  best  lie  counteracted  by 
appointing  a  Icyal  man,  and  onlv  encouraged 
I'V  nppoiming  a  rebel. 

To  appoint  rebels  to  olli.  e  over  ihe  heads 
ol  Union  men,  nx  the  President  and  his  two 
•Seerctarics  have  done,  becau.so  the  inaiorlty 
ol  tbe  i)eoplc  id  the  vicinity  are  rebels,  i.ffers 
a  punishment  for  loyalty  and  a  premium  for 
treason. 

Thousands  ot  loyal  tn.;h  stand  ready  to  Oil 
all  oltlces,  and  it  Is  not  onlv  a  crime  against 
the  Constitution,  but  an  insnlt  to  the  loyal 
people  and  to  the  principle  of  loyalty  itself, 
to  appoint  any  others.  Therefore  tlie  com- 
mittee oppose  any  repeal  or  modification  of 
the  law. 

To  this  righlcoii'!  determination  the  whole 
loval  sentimentof  the  lounlry,  and  the  united 
voice  of  Ihe  army  and  navy  will  respond 
"Amen,  bo  be  it."  '

A    Tennessee    Decision   Under 
the  Civil  RiRlits  Bill. 

\a  important  case  him^ing  upon  the  indict- 
ment of  a  freedraan  for  keeping  a  billiard  ta- 
ble, was  decided  at  Memphis  a.  few  day.-*  ago. 
The  case  assumed  en  important  phase,  as  it 
involved  the  operation  of  the  Civil  Rights 
bill     Tbe  defendant  filed  two  special  pleas : 

"Isr.  That  the  defendant  i?  a  person  ol 
ojlor.  and  that  there  ii  no  law  in  ihis  State 
permitting  him  to  obtain  a  license  for  such 
purpose,  and  no  statute  under  which  he  can 
bu  punished  lor  keeping  a  billiard  table  with- 
out license.  2d.  That  be  is  and  was  a  free 
person  ol  c-ol<jr,  and  bv  reason  of  the  act  of 
Congress,  known  as  the  Civil  Rights  Bill 
there  is  now  no  law  within  the  .'^tate  by  or 
iiHder  which  dcfcn'lant  can  be  punished." 

The  following  is  the  substance  of  the  Court' 
decision : 

"  It  is  evident  that  under  the  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Tennessee,  of  March  IJib,  18<;0 
the  free  white  men  can  obtain  a  license  such 
as  would  be  a  full  protection  and  defence 
against  this  indictment,  and  that  the  man  of 
color  was  t.y  the  same  act  prohibited  from 
t>cginning  it.  That  .siieh  prohibition  is  on  ac- 
cemnt  of  color,  and,  as  a  consequence,  making 
him  liable  to  prosecution  and  punishment  tor 
the  same  reason  ;  that,  therefore,  the  act  in 
question  proh.biu  him  in  that  rc!-pcrt  from 
the  full  and  equal  benefit  of  all  laws  and  pro- 
ceedings for  the  security  of  person  and  prop- 
erty, as  is  enjoyed  by  the  white  clti/ciis, 
and  makes  him  amenable  to  punishment, 
winch  under  like  circumstances  could  not  be 
inflicted  on  the  white  citizen,  a  condition  of 
things  which  it  was  tbe  evident  design  of 
Congress  to  prevent  by  the  passage  of  the  act 
known  as  tbe  Civil  Rights  Bill,  snd  which 
must  t)c  held  to  repeal  so  much  of  tbe  Legis- 
lature of  Tennessee  as  is  in  conflict  therewith, 
the  act  01  the  legislature  upon  which  this 
indictment  is  based  being,  ho  far  as  it  relates 
to  this  case  in  conllict  with  the  act  of  Con- 
grei..H  whi.-h  tfTectually  repeals  it  there  is 
therefore,  no  valid  and 'subJSJ^g'U  S  ,hls 
time  U>  sustain  ibis  prose.ution 

"  The  demurer  to  tbe  lirst  plea  must,  there- 
fore, be  overruled,  and  as  the  Attoraer  Ge^ 
era  HUnds  by  hi.  demurrer  lie  ?adKmeS 
will  lie  agalBst  tbe  State  for  costs  and  the 
defendant  will  be  discharged." 

-Tbomas  Thornton,  the  father  ol  the 
reporter's  gallery  in  the  Knglish  House  of 
Commons,  has  jast  died  at  80.

In  a  recent  i.ssue  ot  your  paper  you  invited 
correspondence  I'rum  dittercnt  portions  ot  the 
titttte,  so  I  have  concludctl  to  try  my  hand 
at  it. 

The  teachers'  Institute,  ol  Uiis  couuty,  is 
now  In  session  in  thi.s  place.  It  cummcnccd 
yesterday,  the  '-3rd,  and  will  continue  for  one 
week,  .\bout  titty  teachers  a  present,  most 
ot  whom  are  young  ladies,  and  a  very  protlt- 
ablc  and  interesting  session  Is  .inticip.itcd. 
The  Institute  is  under  the  direction  of  K.  J. 
Thompson.  t>upcriutcndcnt  of  t^chools  for 
Fillmore  County.  Me  is  a  very  efflcieut 
man  and  has  done  more  to  raise  the 
standard  ol  education  in  this  county 
than  any  other  person.  There  is  some 
prospect  now  that  we  shall  soon  have  n 
large  and  commodious  building,  in  which  tu 
educate  our  children.  A  bill  passed  the  Leg- 
islature last  winter  autbori/iug  the  district  to 
issue  bonds  lor  school  purposes,  but  before  it 
should  bo  valid  it  shuuUl  be  approved  by  the 
voters  of  the  district.  A  uiecting  was  held 
last  Friday  nigbf,  and  the  bill  was  adopted  by 
a  three -fourths  vote. 

Two  new  churches  are  to  be  built  here  this 
season,  a  New  School  Fresbyterian  and  a 
Catholic.  The  former  will  be  31  by  60  feet  in 
si.:e,  and  cost  about  f4,0(XV  A  lot  on  which 
to  erect  It  has  been  purchased,  and  tbe  plan 
of  the  building  is  now  in  the  hands  ot  t>n 
architect  in  St.  Paul.  1  have  not  learned  the 
dimensions  ot  the  latter. 

The  injury  done  to  our  dam  by  the  recent 
freshet  was  quite  considerable.  It  is  estima- 
ted that  it  will  cost  S\,2W  to  repair  it.  The 
head  gates  of  Wallace  A  Wheeler's  weiolen 
factory  were  torn  out,  and  the  bridge  was 
carried  away.  The  basement  story  of  the 
factory  was  two  thirds  full  of  water. 

Just  before  the  freshet  the  prcprietor  of  the 
grist  mill  sold  the  mill  property,  inelndiop 
the  dam,  to  the  Conkcy  Brothers  of  this  place, 
and  was  to  L'ive  possession  the  l«tof  May. 
Within  three  days  after  the  Ham  was  marked 
out,  he  had  erected  a  temp:  rary  one,  discon- 
tinued custom  work,  and  has  been  grinding 
his  own  wheat.  He  proposes  to  make  the  mill 
pay  for  putting  in  a  new  dam,  the  contract  lor 
which  has  been  let  at  #1,000. 

Wheat  is  now  selling  lor  niucly  cents  per 
bushel  and  large  quantities  coming  into 
market. 

Nearly  all  our  merchants  are  uuw  East  after 
their  spring  stocks.  Bssiness  has  been  lively 
and  their  supply  of  goods  has  run  short.  : 
Everything  in  this  vicinity  betokens  a  pros 
perous  season.  Farmers  are  busy  putting  in 
their  crops,  and  cituens  in  town  are  clearing 
up  their  yards  and  gardens.  A  number  of 
new  buildings  will  be  erected  this  summer, 
and  good  mechanics  will  Have  plenty  of  work 
at  good  prices. 

I  would  not  forget  to  state  that  we  have 
two  hotels  in  this  place,  well  kept,  and  they 
are  models  in  their  line. 

The  society  of  Good  Templars  still  tlour- 
Ishes  like  a  green  bay  tree.  It  numbers  near- 
ly 1-jJ  members,  and  is  doing  much  to  coun. 
teract  the  evil  influences  cf  intemperance. 

Ni^es  Carp.nter,  Esq  ,  the  present  very  ef- 
ficient Auditor  of  this  county,  has  formed  a 
copartnership  with  J.  C.  Easton  of  Chattield, 
and  they  will  engage  m  the  b.inkiDg  and  gen- 
eral produce  business  at  Rnshford,  as  soon  as 
a  bank  building  can  be  erected.  It  is  thought 
that  the  Southern  Minnesota  Railroad  will  be 
completed  to  that  place  by  August,  and  they 
will  be  prepared  to  commence  business  as 
soon  as  it  reaches  Rnshford.  .Mr.  F-aston  will 
still  continue  his  business  at  Chattield.

The  flatterers  and  flunkies  that  flutter  aixiut 
A  Johnson  lind  that  nothing  pleases  him  so 
much  as  to  Ihj  told  tbat  he  is  a  second  An- 
drew Jackson :  that  ho  is  following  in  the 
footsteps  ol  Old  Hickory  in  his  vetoes  and 
quarrels  with  Congress.  The  New  York 
Ilcralil  sou  soaps  His  Aceuleney  alter  this  Ic- 
ing fashion : 

"Out  of  this  rebellion  and  from  Tennessee 
we  have  iu  Andrew  John.soii  n  disciple  and  a 
rcprcseniattve  of  Andrew  Jackson;  and 
in  the  vetoes  of  the  l-'reedmen's  Bureau  Bill 
and  the  Civil  Rights  Bill  we  have  in  the  high- 
est degree  a  reproduction  ol  the  moral  cour- 
ace  ot  Old  Hickory  as  illustrated  in  his  bank 
veto." 

It  IS  said  that  Johnson  swallows  this  sort  of 
llatterv  as  greedily  a*  young  robins  gulp  down 
worms,  and  really  imagines  himself  a  "de- 
sciplc  and  a  representative  of  .\ndiew  Jack- 
son.'  One  would  think  that  it  should  occur 
to  Mr.  Johnsoi  that  Jackson  was  a  Democrat, 
and  never  betrayed  his  party.  His  vetoes  ol 
Whig  measures  were  sustained  by  the  then 
powerful,  young  and  enthusiastic  party.  The 
"L'nteriliod  Democracy''  was  at  his  back, 
cheering  him  on  and  holding  up  his  bauds. 
Jackson  was  as  true  to  the  partv  to  whom  he 
owed  his  elevation  to  the  Fresidency.  as  the 
needle  to  the  pcle.  From  his  lirst  entrance 
inta  pulilic  life  until  the  day  ot  his  death,  he 
adhered  to  that  party  and  it  to  him.  They 
were  iudissoluble.  His  intluencj  over  that 
party  was  remarkable,  and  its  iulluence  over 
him  complete.  When  Jackson  struck  a  bill 
with  his  veto  and  shivered  it,  a  million  and  a 
half  Democrats  stood  at  his  back  to  support 
and  applaud  the  act.  And  if  any  member  of 
his  party  demurred  or  protested,  the  partv 
ground  him  to  a  powder  or  drummed  him  out 
of  their  ranks. 

Has  the  individual  from  I'enncssee  any  par- 
allel of  this  kmd  to  exhibit  r  Dees  the  Re- 
publican party  approve  and  support  his  policy 
or  his  vetoes  :  He  holds  his  cffice  at  the 
hands  of  the  Republican  party.  Is  he  light 
Ipg  the  measures  of  their  adversaries  ?  Is  be 
vetoing  bills  passed  by  Copperheads  and  e.x- 
rebels  ?  Are  they  opposing  his  policy  of  re- 
construction ?  No.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  his 
own  party  with  whom  he  is  quarrelling.  It 
is  the  measures  of  his  own  party  which  he  is 
vetoius.  »It  is  the  Copperheads  and  e.\  rebels 
who  support  and  applaud  him.  He  is  pursu- 
ing a  course  exactly  opposite  to  that  pursued 
by  Jackson.  Oid  Hickory  would  rather  have 
been  burnt  at  the  stake  than  have  been  guilty 
ol  treason  to  his  partv.  Johnson  can  find  no 
precedent  in  Jackson's  career  for  his  treache- 
ry and  apostacy.  John  Tvler  is  his  example 
and  prototype;  and  the  infamy  of  Tvler 
awaits  him.

A  jet  of  hivu,  of  more  stupendous  propor- 
tions than  any  ever  conceived  of,  is  described 
by  Mr.  Coan,  in  the  Honolulu  Friend  of  Feb-  I  ''''°  ^'^'^'^  launched,  or  rather  attempted  to  be 


rcss  Monroe  on  bis  parole.    By  the  conditions 
of  his  parole  he  is  allowed  to  go  anywhere  in 
the   United  States  on    private    busineos,  but 
must  make  the  State  at    Alabama    hi.    resi- 
diuce.  and  hold  himself  in  readiness   at   any 
time  to  obey  any  summons  made  upon  him 
by  the  Government.    Prelimina'y  to  recen- 
ing  his  parole  he  was  also  required  to  take 
the     oath     of     allegiance.    Oeneral    Miles 
showed  him  the  olflcial  order  from  President 
Johnson,  countersijfncd  by  the  8eercta'y   01 
War,  giving  him  his  parole,  aud  .ilso  ihe "con- 
ditions upon  which  the  same  would  be  grant- 
ed him.     With  these  conditions  he  expressed 
himself  s.ilisfied,  and  upon  his  signio^  the 
oath  of  allegiance  he  was  informed  that  he 
was  allowed  to  leave  the  fort  at  his  option,  to 
go  where  he  plea.sed.    If  any  prisoner  was 
ever  glad  to  Ije  set  free  and  have  again  open- 
ed to  him  tbe  glories  and  freedom  of  ihe  out- 
er world,  from  which  he  had  long  lieen  cs- 
clnded,  that  prisoner  was  Mr.  Clay.   He  could 
not  lind  words  to  express  his    Kratitication. 
It     was     with     Ih-j     utmost      dilllculty      he 
supprcs.sed        his      emotions    of     jov     and 
thankfulness,  aud  lor  some  time  hi-'aftieul  i- 
tions    were      eonfused    and    indistinct.      He 
thanked  General    Miles    tor    the    courteous 
treatment   he    had    always  received   at  his 
bands.    He  thanked  the  officers    who    had 
l>een  his  custodians  for  their  many  and  unin- 
terrupted civilities.    Ho  thanked  those  who 
had  waited  upon  him.    He  was  full  of  thanks 
to  everybody.    He  felt  himself,  in  fact,  a  new 
man,  and  his  looks  and  actions  showed  it. 
But  he  was  in  no  such  hurry  as  Mr.  Mitchell 
to  turn  his  back  upon  the  lorf  that  .so  long 
had  held  him  a  prisoner  within  its  grim,  gray, 
granite  walls.    He  has  remained  inside  all 
day.    It  is  probable  that  he  will  leave  tomor- 
row, when  his  wife  is  expected  here  to  meet 
him.

ruary,  in  an  acconnt  of  the  eruption  of  Manua 
Loa,  on  the  island  of  Hawaii : 

The  eruption  commenced  near  the  summit 
of  the  mountain,  »nd  only  five  or  six  miles 
south-east  of  the  eruption  in  1813.  For  two 
days  this  summit  crater  sent  down  its  burning 
floods  along  the  northeastern  slope  of  the 
mo  untain ;  then  suddenly  the  valve  closed, 
and  the  great  furnace  apparently  ceased 
bla.st.  After  thirty-six  hours  the  fu.sia  was 
seen  bursting  out  of  the  eastern  side  of  the 
mountain,  about  midway  from  the  top  to  the 
base. 

It  would  seem  that  the  summit  lava  had 
found  a  subterranean  tunnel,  for  half  way 
down  the  imuntain,  when  coming  to  a  weak 
point,  or  meeting  with  some  obstruction,  it 
tmrst  up  vertically,  sending  a  column  of  in- 
candescent ru.Ma  1,000  feet  high  into  the  air. 
The  fire  .let  r  as  about  100  feet  in  diameter, 
and  it  was  sustained  for  20  days  and  nights' 
varying  in  height  from  .500  to  l.fXK)  feet.  The 
dLsgorgemcnt  from  the  mountain  side  was 
often  accompanied  with  terrifHc  explosions, 
which  shook  the  hills,  and  with  detonations 
which  were  heard  for  40  miles.  This  column 
of  liquid  lire  was  an  object  ot  surpassing  bril- 
liancy, of  inten.sc  and  awful  grandeur.  As 
the  .jet  issued  from  the  awful  orifice  it  was  at 
wqite  heat.  .\i  it  ascended  higher  and  high- 
er, it  reddened  like  fresh  blood,  deepening  its 
color,  until,  in  its  descent,  much  ol  it  assumed 
tbe  color  of  clotted  gore. 

In  a  lew  days  it  bad  raised  a  cone  some  300 
feet  high  around  the  burning  orifice,  and,  as 
the  showers  of  burning  minerals  fell  in  livid 
torrents  upon  the  cone,  it  became  one  vast 
heap  of  glowing  coals,  flashlog  and  quivering 
with  restless  action,  i  nd  sending  out  the  heat 
of  ten  thousand  furnac-es  in  full  blan.  The 
struggles  in  disgorging  the  tiery  masses,  the 
upwarp  rushof  the  column,  the  force  which 
raised  it  l,fJOO  vertical  feet,  and  the  continu- 
ous falling  back  of  thousands  of  trms  of  min- 
eral liisia  into  the  throat  of  the  crater,  and 
over  a  cone  of  glowing  coals  one  mile  m  cir- 
cumference, was  a  sight  to  inspire  awe  and 
terror,  attended  with  explosive  shocks  which 
saemed  to  rend  tbe  mural  riltsoftbe  moun- 
tain, and  sounds  to  waken  the  dead  and  star- 
tle the  spirits  in  Hades.  F"rom  this  fountain 
a  river  of  fire  went  reshing  and  leaping  down 
the  mountain  with  amazing  velocity,  tilling 
up  basins  and  ravines,  d.isbing  over  preci- 
pices, and  e.xploding  rocks,  until  it  reached 
the  f'irests  at  tbe  t>aso  of  the  mountain,  where 
it  burned  its  fiery  way,  consuming  the  lungle, 
evaporating  the  water  of  the  stroaniis  and 
pools,  cutting  down  the  trees,  and  sending  up 
cloud'<  of  smoke  in  murky  columns  of  fleecy 
wreaths  tohtaven. 

All  eastern  Hawaii  was  a  sheen  of  light,  and 
our  night  was  turned  into  day.  So  great  was 
Ihe  illumination  at  night,  that  one  rould  read 
without  a  lamp,  and  labor,  traveling  and  rec- 
reation might  go  on  as  in  the  daytime.  Mar- 
iners at  sea  taw  the  light  at  '.'fJO  miles  dis- 
tance. It  was  a  pyrotechnical  display  more 
magnificent  and  marvelous  than  was  ever 
made  by  an  earthly  monarch.  In  the  day- 
time the  atmosphere,  for  thciusan<ls  of  square 
miles,  would  lie  tilled  with  a  murky  ha/e, 
through  which  the  sunbeams  shed  a  pale  and 
sickly  light.  Smoke,  steam,  gases,  ashes, 
cinders— furnace  or  capillary  or  lilaracnury, 
or  vitrifications  called  I'elo's  hair— lloatcd  in 
the  air,  sometimes  spreading  out  like  a  fan, 
sometimes  careening  in  swift  currents  on  the 
wind,  or  gyraing  in  ever  changing  colors  in 
the  fitful  breezes.  The  point  from  which  the 
fire  fountain  issued  is  10,000  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  8ea,thu»  making  the  igneous  pillor 
a  distinct  object  of  oliservation  along  the 
whole  eastern  coast  of  Hawaii. 

During  the  eruption  tbe  writer  ma<le  an 
excursion  to  the  sourci.  After  three  days  of 
bard  struggle  in  the  jungle  and  over  fields, 
ridges  and  hills  of  bristling  scria,  he  arrivetl 
near  sunset  at  the  scene  ol  action.  All  night 
long  be  stood  as  near  to  the  glowing  pillar  as 
the  vebement  beat  would  allow,  listening  to 
tbe  Hurtling  explosions  and  the  hwIiiI  rn.ir  n| 
tbe  molten  column,  a.s  it  rushed  ii|>n>,ird 
1,000  feet,  and  fell  back  m  a  li  rv  av.ilani'lie 
which  made  the  ^mountain  trcmtle.  Itwa^i 
such  a  scene  a.s  few  mortals  ever  witnessed. 
There  was  no  sleep  for  the  spectator.  The 
fierce,  red  glare,  the  subterraneous  miittcr- 
ings  and  struggliogs,  the  rapid  vxploatonsof 
gases,  the  rushes  and  roar,  the  sudden  and 
start:ing  bursts,  as  of  crashing  thunder— all 
were  awe  inspiring,  and  all  combin«d  to  ren- 
der the  scene  one  of  indescribable  brilliancy 
and  terrible  sublimity.  The  rivers  of  fire 
from  the  founUin  flowed  about  .15  miles,  and 
stopped  within  10  miles  of  Hilo.  Had  tbe 
fountain  played  10  days  longer,  it  would 
probably  have  reached  the  shore. 


launched,  for  by  all  accounts,  it  has  a  great 
repugnance  for  the  water,  so  much  so  that  all 
the  machinery  and  skill  that  can  l^e  brought 
to  bear  upon  it  cannot  make  it  take  to  the  ele- 
ment. The  London  Times,  referring  to  tbe 
last  attempt  to  launch  tbe  vessel  on  the  3rd 
instant  says : 

Every  kind  of  power  known  to  science  was 
brought  into  play— steam  power,  water  pow- 
er, horse  power,  mechanical  power,  hydraulic 
rams  were  constructed  on  each  side  of  the 
vessel,  teams  of  horses  were  harnessed  to 
chains  and  puUejs,  while  at  the  bows  two 
great  engines  borrowed  from  ancient  fashions 
were  pressed  into  service.  Immense  battering 
rams,  exactly  like  those  used  by  Titus  at  the 
siege  of  Jern&alem,  were  swung  by  the  force 
of  a  hundred  men  against  the  -ship  for  the 
chance  of  losscning  her  by  the  jar,  so  that, 
with  floating,  and  lifting,  and  dragging,  and 
driving,  it  was  hoped  that  the  mass  must  at 
length  be  moved.  But  our  ship  likeKotiin.son 
Crusoe's  was  too  heavy  to  be  moved  by  anv 
power  whatever.  When  the  bugle  sounded 
the  horses  tugged,  and  the  presses  worked, 
and  the  sailors  cheered,  and  tbe  huge  rams- 
thundered  against  the  vessel's  stem,  but  all  to 
no  purpose.  If  you  pull  hard  enough,  as  the 
proverb  says,  something  must  give  way,  but 
it  is  not  always  tbe  thing  vou  want.  Some 
thing  did  give  way  on  Monday,  but  it  was  not 
the  Northumberland.  .The  cables  snabbcd  un- 
der the  strain  of  the  lighters,  the  chains  broke 
under  the  strain  of  the  horses,  and  the  huge 
timtjer  beams  were  crushed  to  powder  under 
the  strain  of  tbe  presses,  but  the  great  -jhip 
never  budged  an  inch.

.\  lew  oeniugs  ago,  in  the  course  of  Iree 
and  ea.sy  conversation  with  some  convivial 
•conservative"  c.iiupauious,  he  leuiHrked  ibat 
the  Kepuliiicaii  papers  were  callmg  bim  John 
Tyler  No.  '.',  and  denouncing  him  lor  liulray 
iiK  his  parte.  Ite  said  ttiat  it  was  not  tiiie 
that  he  was  lollowing  111  tlie  tootsteps  ot  Ty- 
ler, lu  one  respect  at  least.  When  Tyler  lirolie 
Willi  his  parly,  he  commenced  tiiruing  Wings 
out  ot  t'llice*  and  tilling  the  vacaui-ies  wiih 
I'e'.uocials.  The  result  wa.s  that  in  a  short 
tune  he  had  .itivcii  all  Ins  otticos  away  and  lost 
Ins  cower,  lie  li.id  only  as  many  trieiids  as 
he  had  ollices  i  •  l.cstim  .  The  Wiiigs  ijeeted 
were  ever  alter  biitjr  and  active  enemies,  and 
loii^tu  him  to  the  death,  "look  up 
ibere  at  those  p  geon  holes,"  said  John- 
son. "They  are  all  tilled  with  the 
'paper.s'of  olhce  seekers.  Fo.' some  |ol  the 
vacant  places  there  aie  a  score  or  more  of 
loiupetitois;  tor  hundreds  of  othees  not  va- 
.-.^nt  there  are  lots  of  applieunls,  who  pledge 
themselves  10  siistnin  •  my  policy,'  and  swear 
they  are  '  Johnson  men'  up  to  the  handle. 
tso,  my  friends,  you  perceive  that  the  eoursa 
1  am  pursuing  secures  me  us  many  '  Irieuds' 
OS  there  arc  applicants  tor  oilU-c.'  .^ud  this 
policy  works  admirakly  m  another  respect. 
It  shuts  tli.j  months  of  all  the  Kepublicans 
bulding  otUce,  as  they  arc  alraid  to  open  their 
heads  in  opposition  to  me  lest  their  heads 
may  loll  in  the  basket.  Now,  it  I  should 
turn  these  men  out  they  woul.l  all  ivitbt  me 
like  tigers;  and  these  warm  and  enthusiastic 
hosts  of  •  friends,'  now  begging  for  crumbs  of 
pitronage,  would  eo(d  down  to  zero  the  iu'>- 
mcnt  1  shoulil  di.-pose  ol  the  olHees.

'The  ■•couservativi."  individuals  to  whom  he 
thus  I'lecd  bis  mind  were  so  tickled  with  the 
cunning  dexterity  and  tact  of  tho  President 
III  making  "lrien<ls"  and  deuorali^ing  the 
Kadicals,  that  they  had  to  call  in  the  assist- 
ance of  several  Copperheads  to  help  them 
keep  tho  secret,  and  so  the   thing  leaked  out. 

When  Secretary  McCulloeh  hundc.l  the 
uatce  of  Iver  Dawson  to  the  President  for 
Collector  of  Chicago,  to  till  the  vacancy  caus- 
ed by  the  decease  ot  Luther  Haven,  he  stuck 
it  in  bis  pigeon  hole,  remarking  that  he  would 
not  make  any  appointment  at  this  time.

His  appointees  could  uol  tic 
continued,  lie  has  been  unable  to  lorce  the 
eoutirmation  ot  Lew  Campbell  as  Minister  to 
Mexico,  and  of  Frank  Blair  as  Collector  of 
St.  Louis,  andofsever.il  other  ■  conservative" 
pets.  While  the  Senate  remains  in  session 
throat  cutting  will  not  eoinmencc;  but  the 
moment  it  adjourns  the  decipitution  ot  lie- 
publi'ans  will  begin.  Hence  every  Copper- 
head Cc>ngiessman  is  electioneeiiiig  for  an 
early  adjournment  of  Congress,  and  |tlie 
Copperhead  |>riuts  are  urging  the  same  thing. 
The  old  heads  among  the  Kepublicans, 
suck  as  Collax,  .VshKy,  Wentworth,  Wil- 
son, 'Trumbull,  Thad.  Stevens,  Washburne, 
Boutwell,  Grimes,  and  other  baders,  are 
seriously  considering  the  necussity  that 
exisis  for  Congress  to  remain  iu  session  un- 
til the  first  Monday  of  December.  'The 
Republican  members  have  lost  all  faiih 
in  Johnson.  He  is  reg-arded  as  irrevocably 
gone  over  to  the  ci'ppeiheads.  and  thathenee- 
tortb  he  will  d.i  their  bidding.  As  long  as 
Congress  remains  in  session  it  can  ebeckiiiate 
him  and  neutralize  the  mischief  he  desires  to 
accomplish.  "  Long  John"  was  asked  t.y  Mr. 
Jtiideers,  of  New  Jersey,  the  other  day.  when 
he  thought  Congress  would  ailj-jiirn.  lie  ic- 
plied,  on  the  last  Saturday  of  Novemlier, 
unless  Audy  Johnson  should  resign  before 
then.  Long  John's  plan  is  tor  the  iiuinbers 
to  ••  take  turns"  iu  going  home— forty  or  fifty 
at  a  time — leaving  enough  Uliind  tor  a  quo- 
rum to  do  liusiness.  During  the  pendency  of 
the  (.>ctober  elections,  most  of  the  Ohio,' In- 
diana and  Pennsylvania  mciiibcrs  can  be 
spared..  When  thrcitencl  with  a  visitation 
ot  cholera,  L.-ng  John  savs  there  is  no  use  in 
being  scared  by  that  so  long  ahead,  more  es- 
pecially as  there  is  soiiuiliing  worse  than  tho 
cholera  here  now — lucaniDg,  1  suppiiac,  :>n 
apostate  in  the  While  House,  and  tlio  loul  at- 
tempt to  Ktrar  the  loyal  men  ot  the  .-ountry 
an-l  to  restore  copperheads  and  ex-rebels  to 
power.

Sii;:  I  have  just  ntnriiod  from  Mcx 
ico,  alter  a  .''ojuurn  of  three  luoiilhs  in 
that  country.  Hsvinj;  received  frcm 
Virginia  fcveral  letters  of  iiiiuiry  in  re- 
gard to  tlu!  jirospctt^  lor  cmi^>rants  to 
iMosi'O,  atid  baviiijj  learned  tfat  many 
jHTsoiis  m  tbiit  as  wt;)l  a'  ttm  otho  •  South- 
ern States  desire  to  emijjiatc,  I  wdl  state, 
iLroo{;h  your  column:^,  the:  result  of  my 
own  oLservatiou  and  the  icformation  re- 
ceived from  others  on  whose  judguieot  I 
could  rely.  I  must  state,  in  the  first 
place,  that  my  personal  observ.ition  of 
the  country  was  confined  to  what  I  .saw 
in  (aasiiig  aod  repassing  over  llie  ft.tge 
route  from  Vera  Cruz  to  the:  City  of 
Mexico ;  the  greater  ji.irt  ol  my  time 
having  fucn  spent  in  the  latter  city. 

The  lauds  in  the  Cordova  district  and 
about  Oriziva,  thiough  whi-ch  the  st.'ge 
route  passes,  are  unt^uetitiouably  rich, 
and  itilelligent  men,  who  have  seen  other 
parts  of  the  co  mtry,  informed  me  that 
there  were  other  districts  in  which  the 
lands  were  very  rich,  and  capable  of  be- 
ing made  very  productive  by  the  proper 
use  of  capital  and  labor,  but  colonists 
will  have  many  dilEeulties  to  encounter 
in  all  of  them.  There  has  been  no  sys- 
tematic effort  to  survey  or  ascertain  the 
locality  of  the  public  lands  until  that  re- 
cently made  under  the  snpcrintendeoce 
of  (ien.  Magruder,  chief  of  the  land  of- 
fice. All  the  lands  at  Cordova  which 
have  been  surveyed  as  public  lands,  have 
been  already  parceled  out  and  have  sup- 
plied but  a  small  number  r'l  colonists. 
Land  titles  in  Mexico  are  in  a  very  tm- 
settlcd  condition,  anil  but  few  men  know 
the  boui:ilari"8  of  their  own  lands.  So 
iininlormt-d  is  the  government  itself  in 
regard  to  the  lands  to  which 
it  has  elaiiiiH  that,  in  making 
a  contract  with  CJcii.  Hardeman,  of  Tex- 
as, for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  in 
Durango,  the  whole  risk  and  expense  of 
discovering  those  lands  have  been  thrown 
upon  him,  and  he  is  to  receive  compen- 
sation only  in  the  event  of  his  being  able 
lo  find  and  survey  the  lands,  the  govern- 
nunt  not  even  undertaking  to  furnish  hiui 
prnicttion  against  guerrillas  and  robbers, 
while  he  is  engaged  in  lullilling  his  <.-on- 
fraot.  The  lands  oU'ered  by  private  indi- 
viduals in  alternate  .sections  to  coloiii.sts, 
.io  far  as  I  atn  informed,  are  in  remote 
tiiitricis,  where  the  Liberalu,  or  Dissi- 
dents, as  they  ate  called,  have  control, 
and  the  <;overnmciit  cauaflord  110  protec- 
tion. 1  he  very  highly  colored  accounts 
of  the  country  and  its  resources  which 
have  been  published,  at  d  the  cxpecta- 
iioi.:'  of  a  large  iiillux  of  cinigratioii  which 
have  been  excited,  have  caused  (he  pro- 
prietors having  Ian-is  for  sale  to  increase 
enoiniously  the  priceH  aeked  for  (hem, 
and  many  persons  who  have  recent Ij  ar- 
rived ill  the  country  have  been 
unable  to  procure  lands,  either 
from  the  (ioverntnerit  or  from 
private  individuals.  The  legitimate  con- 
scijiteiice  of  alt  this  has  berii,  that  many 
are  returning  in  a  great  state  of  di.-tsatis- 
faclioD,  while  others,  who  relied  on  llie 
delusive  promises  of  aid  from  the  (iov- 
ernment,  find  themselves  luil  only  with- 
out ihe  means  of  obtitining  lan<l.i  but  of 
returning  to  their  former  homes.  It  is<' 
ex..-ced!iigly  d:di-jult  for  these  who  have 
succeeded  in  getting  lands  to  procure  la- 
bor to  put  th>-m  ill  u  stale  of  cultivation, 
as  the  native  popsilation  cannot  be  rclietl 
on  lor  that  purjioae.  All  idea  of  procur- 
ing afsistance  from  the  (Jovernment  must 
be  abandoned  by  ihyse  who  desire  to  em- 
igrati:  to  the  country.  I  Imvf.  no  douUl 
-bat  Mexico  has  reBOMr(e.i  which,  under  a 
stable  governmcul  and  with  capital  and 
labor  iuflicient,  are  susceptible  ol  a  very 
considerable  development ;  but  those  who 
go  there  e.-^pecting  lo  lind  the  beautiful 
ui'd  (n.iilul  lai>d  which  is  tlcacibed  in 
some  of  the  published  accounts,  will  be 
(f«or>«((   t«  !><  f>d  •   d><A|>|)oii:itm«n>    m 


that  experieoctHt  by  the  old  Spaniih 
eoiujuerera  in  their  tearch  of  the 
fabled  KIdurado.  i)n  the  railroad 
which  is  being  conatructed  Irom 
^'era  Crux  to  the  City  of  Mexico,  practi- 
cal and  experienced  engineers,  contract- 
ors and  mechanics  may  lind  employ  meiit, 
but  otherwise  very  fewpositiona  are  open 
to  those  who  do  not  wish  to  cultivate  the 
soil.  Physicians  who  can  speak  tho  lan- 
guage can  get  penuisaion  to  practice 
their  profesaioiK,  but  beyond  thia  (here 
IS  no  opening  whatever  for  any  of  the 
learned  professions. 

.-\s  to  till*  stiibility  ot  (he  (■ovcriiiueid, 
I  will  state  that  I  have  no  iiifurmKlion. 
except  what  may  !>e  obtained  by  any  lo- 
joiirner  in  the  coiiulry  who  cannot  Hpeak 
the  language.  Though  I  rtniaiued  in  the 
national  capital  lor  nearly  three  months, 
I  did  nut  see,  even  casually,  so  far  as  1 
know,  the  Kinperur,  Kmpiess,  or  any 
witiister  of  the  Cioverniuent,  nor  did  I 
seek  10  see  them.  I  think,  however,  that 
I  aui  warranted  in  saying  that  any  one 
who  desires  to  make  Mexico  hi.s  perma- 
nent home,  must  do  ao  without  relen-nee 
to  the  duratiou  of  the  present  Govern- 
ment. Information  as  to  the  length  of 
time  which  that  Government  is  to  be 
maintained  in  the  country  is  not  to  be 
obtained  in  Me.\icu. 

1  have  not  advised  any  of  my  personal 
friends  to  tinigrate  to  the  country,  and 
my  knowledge  is  not  culKci- nt  to  justify 
me  in  now  giving  my  positive  advice 
either  way  ;  but  though  my  own  determi-

Above  all,  let  no  man 
who  has  a  wife  and  children  carry  (hem 
to  Mexico  until  he  has  secured  a  certain 
home  and  a  fair  prospect  of  support  for 
them.  15y  observing  this  eaui'on  much 
disappottiiiiunt  and  suffering  will  be 
avoided.

'The  strike  of  the  car  drivers  is  virtually  at 
an  end,  and  after  today  will  Ije  looked  upon 
as  one  of  the  things  of  the  past.  The  drivers 
on  the  Second  avenue  road  got  tired  of  stand- 
in.:;  out,  and  held  a  meeting  yesterday  morn- 
ing and  adopted  the  following  preamble  aod 
resolutions : 

WiiEiiEAs,  The  drivers  on  tlie  Second  Ave- 
nue Uailroad  did  not  join  on  the  strike  on  Ibe 
other  roads,  but  remained  true  to  tteir  duty 
until  driven  from  the  ears  on  Fridav  last  by 
the  mob ;  and 

WiiEKij.vs,  We  regard  the  trouble  and  in- 
convenience which  have  been  caused  to  the 
company  liy  our  being  compelled  tolcaveour 
posts;  iheielore,  l>e  it 

Hesohtd,  'That  we  proceed  to  the  oflicersof 
the  company  and  ask  permission  to  resume 
our  pUnces  at  the  old  rate  of  pay .  iiledging  our- 
selves to  do  all  in  our  power  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  road. 

'The  oilicers  of  the  company  ace-epteil  the 
proposition  of  the  strikers  and  promptly  set 
them  at  work,  so  that  by  three  o'clock,  i-  m. 
everything  was  in  running  order  as  nsu:il. 

'The  drivers  on  the  Third  Avenue  followed 
suit,  and  (>eb>re  sundown  the  strikers  on  all 
the  other  lines  cried  peecuvi,  and  were  install- 
ed ill  their  old  places  at  the  old  wages.  .Some 
of  the  line.s — the  Fourth  Avenue,  lor  instance 
— intenti  retaming  such  of  the  new  bands  as 
nre  willing  to  remain,  so  that  many  o(  the  old 
drivers  will  have  to  wait  tbeirturu  before  tbev 
can  secure  theirplaces. 

It  was  a  great  relief  to  those  who  had  occa- 
sion to  go  up  or  down  town  last  night  to  lind 
the  cars  at  their  old  tainiliar  places,  instead 
of  having  to  loot  a  mile  or  two,  as  they  have 
!)cen  under  the  ncccsity  of  doing  for  several 
nights  past.

It  also  gives  the  legislature  power  to 
guarantee  the  bumls  of  i.-ii!roads  l-jr  the  pur- 
chase of  iron.  'The  article  abolishing  slavery 
says ; 

.\fii'.-aiis  and  their  descendants sb;ill  be  pro- 
(ccied  iu  their  rights  of  per.son  and  property 
by  appropriate  legislation;  they  shall  have 
the  rijht  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;

— The  Tilusville  Ihrald  of  the  2Uth 
says  of  the  late  devastating  conllagtition  in 
that  city,  that  the  burnt  district  presents  a 
cheerless  and  desolate  appearance.  The  east 
side  of  Franklin  street  from  Arch  street  to  the 
railroad  crossing,  embracing  a  tract  of  eight 
or  ten  acres,  is  an  unbroken  expanse  of  char- 
red and  smoking  ruins.  The  opposite  side  of 
the  street  exhibits  in  a  smaller  compass  the 
ravages  of  the  fire  fiend.  Ao  few  weeks  ago 
says  the  Herald,  "it  was  one  o(  the  most  pros- 
perous business  thoroughfares  in  the  cily. 
But  the  Ijnildings  were  all  of  wood,  of  the 
baloon  pattern,  compactly  thrown  together" 
and  dry  as  a  tindcr-Lox.  Their  total  destruc- 
tion by  lire,  under  the  inducnce  of  a  strong 
wind,  seemed  a  foregone  conclnsion.  Wc  pre- 
dicted it  six  rconts  ago,  and  removed  the  Ihr- 
ald otiice  Irom  that  quarter  to  its  present  loca- 
tion in  apprhension  of  the  very  event  which 
has  transpired." 

— The  Philadelphia  wholessale  murderer 
of  the  Dccring  family,  Probst,  is  willing,  and 
hij  counsel  will  consent,  to  enter  a  plea  of 
guilty  of  killing  tho  Ijoy  Cornelius  Carey, 
upon  the  condition  that  ho  is  not  to  be  tried 
on  the  other  bills.  U  is  questionable,  how- 
ev.er  if  the  District  Attorney  agree  lo  this. 
And,  inasmuch,  says  tho  Ledgir,  as  it  is 
essential  to  bring  out  all  the  testimony  bear- 
ing iii'on  the  important  question  whether  he 
was  or  was  not  the  only  actor  in  the  bloody 
scene,  it  will  be  well  if  he  dues  not  consent  to 
it.
